hat is the best Christmas gift to give 
your favorite diver? When | was 
drawing up my shopping list the other 
day | outlined the perfect diver’s Christ- 
mas gift. It had to be unique, something 
the diver didn’t already have. It had to last 
a long time, so the diver would remember 
the giver cared about him or her all year 
long. And, while it shouldn't be too ex- 
pensive, it should have a fabulous value. 
| searched long and hard in dive stores 
and catalogues, but a gift fitting all my 
specifications wasn’t to be found. Then, 
luckily, a letter arrived in the mail and | 
knew | had the perfect gift for divers. It fit 
every point on my wish list! 

This Christmas gift works for an entire 
year, with no maintenance. It costs only 
$40 but it could be worth as much as 
$15,000. It puts the resources of an entire 
organization at a diver’s disposal, with 
only a phone call. And, it keeps the diver 
up-to-date on the latest in diving safety. 
Not only does the diver get a great Christ- 
mas gift, but he/she gets a safe new year 
as well. 

This perfect Christmas gift is diving in- 
surance, courtesy of the Divers Alert Net- 
work (DAN). A non-profit organization 
headquartered at Duke University, DAN 
came into existence in 1980. It has 
helped thousands of divers with emer- 
gency and routine diving medical prob- 
lems. The organization has a 24 hour, 
365 day per year medical assistance hot- 
line—(919) 684-8111—to handle any type 
of diving emergency. Divers in trouble 
may have their doctors contact DAN to 
find the location of the nearest hyperbaric 
chamber, arrange transportation to it, or 
to find a qualified hyperbaric physician. 

More than 15,000 divers are now 
members of DAN, and that’s a shame! 
There are more than 1.2 million active 
divers and you'd think a lot more people 
would join the most valuable organization 
in diving.

For that you 
receive a membership card, the Under- 
water Diving Accident Manual, tank and

$10,000 just to fly you to the nearest 
chamber. While nearly all policies cover 
ambulance costs, this means a car type 
ambulance, not an air ambulance. What 
do you do when you find out that only 
$100 of your $5,000 bill is covered by in- 
Surance? You take out the passbook 
marked ‘“‘life savings.”’ 

Some divers may say: Well, | don't 
need this insurance because “‘it’’ will 
never happen to me! “‘It’’ means decom- 
pression sickness or air embolism. The 
fact is that 60 percent of all bends cases 
happen to divers who are within the limits 
of the tables. Just diving within the tables 
is not insurance against getting bent. 

To find out exactly what your current 
medical insurance covers, | suggest you 
call the claims department and ask 
whether the following areas are covered: 

1. Hyperbaric chamber treatment(s) for 
scuba diving injuries. 

2. Air ambulance transportation to a 
hyperbaric chamber. 

3. Transport or treatment outside of the 
United States. 

If the answer to any of the questions is 
no, you should immediately sign up for 
diving insurance by joining DAN and re- 
questing the policy. 

To join DAN, simply call (800) 628- 
2828 and ask for the DAN extension. For 
just $15 (DAN accepts MasterCard and 
Visa) you will be enrolled as a member of 
the Divers Alert Network. 

Also, request an insurance application. 
For another $25 you'll have the best div- 
ers medical insurance available today.

BUCKLE UP FOR SAFETY DIVISION OF CHRYSLER MOTORS 
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great tragedy is about to befall our 

beloved sport. Divers in America may 
very well lose their personal rights and 
freedom to search for and explore sunk- 
en shipwrecks. And, that is not all. Divers 
who persist in diving these wrecks may 
very well lose their life savings, their 
boats, their dive gear and perhaps even 
their automobiles. 

Congressional lawmakers in Washing- 
ton, D.C. have proposed an absolutely 
devastating piece of legislation that will 
affect each and every diver in America to- 
day. It is the culmination of eight years of 
legislative proposals, rewrites and new 
proposals. This time, it may go through. 

Known among divers as the infamous 
HR 74, this piece of legislation is deliber- 
ately intended to be vague but all encom- 
passing. It will make every single sunken 
or buried shipwreck the property of the 
U.S. Government. It does not differentiate 
among historical wrecks, archaeological 
wrecks and plain old steel hulks. It does 
not specify how shipwrecks will be classi- 
fied, how the law will be regulated or who 
will enforce it. In essence, the law is left 
open to wide interpretation by whatever 
agencies are empowered to control the 
wrecks and enforce the law. 

Yet, while the regulation details may be 
vague, the penalties are quite specific. 
This latest version of HR 74 includes a 
poison pill. It clearly specifies civil penal- 
ties for shipwreck violators, including 
fines of up to $50,000 and confiscation of 
dive boats and other equipment used in 
the perpetration of the ‘‘crime.’’ A sport 
diver who happens to innocently bump 
into an unmarked wreck (sort of an un- 
derwater speed trap) could end up losing 
his or her entire life savings. 

Why in the world would Washington 
pass such an incredibly unfair law? The 
answer is simple. The law is the result of 
the persuasive lobbying efforts of a small 
special interest group. They are primarily 
underwater archaeologists who wish to 
take control of this country’s shipwrecks 
and utilize the government as their pri- 
vate police force. These men of science 
have formed their own association and 
have actively been practicing back room 
politics, character assassinations and 
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high pressure persuasion. 

For years, underwater archaeologists 
did not pay much attention to the ship- 
wrecks of America. They were busy dig- 
ging into the more historical shipwrecks 
in the Mediterranean and other parts of 
the world. But, when their funds dried up 
and a few American treasure divers 
struck it rich, their interests quickly 
changed. It would appear that greed and 
lust have replaced the pursuit of science. 
These underwater archaeologists want to 
claim all the wrecks, whether they have 
earned the right or not. 

How did they do it, you ask? They were 
clever in the way they went about it. First, 
they presented the general assumption 
that the United States ‘‘needed”’ a law to 
protect and preserve historic shipwrecks. 
This presumption is, of course, untrue. 
We already have laws that protect and 
preserve many shipwrecks in U/W parks 
and national monuments. 

The catch here is that the locations of 
the wrecks currently protected are known 
and that these wrecks have been identi- 
fied as being historically significant. What 
the U/W archaeologists really want is a 
blanket law claiming ownership over 
shipwrecks that have not yet been found 
nor identified as having historic signifi- 
cance. They want the whole cake. 

Next, the U/W archaeologists joined 
forces with several well meaning politi- 
cians and tried to quickly pass a law that 
would take shipwrecks away from divers. 
Early attempts were met with stiff opposi- 
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tion, especially from the Atlantic Alliance 
for Maritime Heritage Conservation. 

They then utilized the old ‘divide and 
conquer’’ strategy by inviting DEMA and 
other diving organizations to help the leg- 
islators draft a ‘‘good law”’ for shipwreck 
control. Winning support from any seg- 
ment of the sport diving faction would aid 
their cause immensely, for now they 
could claim that divers welcomed the 
new law. There is just one hitch in this 
strategy: DEMA may represent the diving 
equipment manufacturers, but it does not 
represent the sport diving consumers. In 
fact, that is our major problem—there is 
no national organization that represents 
and protects the interests of the sport div- 
er. We have no consumer advocate. 

The final piece of dirty trick politics was 
the last minute insertion of the civil penal- 
ties clause in HR 74. This was done in se- 
cret and by some nameless, faceless, 
‘staff’? members and then announced at 
a subcommittee hearing when it was too 
late to rally any protest. 

And, this is not the end of it. Once this 
bill is passed into law, these same clever 
forces will begin developing regulations, 
rules and restrictions that might very well 
strangle sport diving in America. Be- 
cause of the way the bill is written, it is 
quite conceivable that divers may have to 
purchase wreck diving licenses, be spe- 
cially taxed for the funding of a ‘‘ship- 
wreck agency,’’ and be subjected to ar- 
rest at sea or U/W because they have un- 
wittingly dived on a wreck declared off 
limits by some back room bureaucrat. 

Does any of this sound fair to you? Do 
you feel comfortable knowing your hard 
earned tax dollars are being used in a 
conspiracy to rob you of your personal 
rights? If the answer is ‘‘no,”’ then get off 
your duff and send a telegram or letter of 
protest today to:

Drysuits are increasing in popularity 
because of the warmth and comfort 
they provide.

Drysuit Buoyancy Control 


1. D. A and B, but not C. You need 
to be trained in drysuit diving tech- 
niques in order to use such a garment 
safely. Although training is not manda- 
tory, it is recommended by the suit 
manufacturers and by diver training 
agencies. Some of these latter even 
offer specialty certification for drysuit 
courses. Many retailers provide training 
to customers who purchase drysuits. 


2. D. Do all of the above. Many dry- 
suit divers are overweighted and have 
too much air in their suits. This can 
lead to serious buoyancy problems. 
Proper weighting is important for safe- 
ty. Only enough air should be admitted 
to the suit to prevent squeeze. All oth- 
er buoyancy control should be done 
with the BC.

A 
constant volume valve keeps your 
buoyancy constant throughout an as- 
cent as long as the valve is maintained 
at the proper level and is oriented cor- 
rectly. This feature greatly simplifies 
drysuit buoyancy control and is very 
desirable. 
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5. C. Dive with a minimal amount of 
air in the suit. Answers A and B can 
help reduce the ballooning problem 
somewhat, but these actions are not 
nearly as important as preventing large 
air shifts in the suit. These shifts usual- 
ly result from large amounts of air 
needed to compensate for excessive 
weight. A key to drysuit control is to 
use the minimal amounts of both lead 
weights and suit air. 


6. B. Foam neoprene suit with pile 
undergarments. During descents with 
this configuration, loss of buoyancy re- 
sults from compression. Fabric suits do 
not compress. Some types of under- 
garments compress less than others. 
Keep these factors in mind when se- 
lecting a drysuit and undergarments.

Be attentive to 
your buoyancy constantly during as- 
cents with drysuits. 


10. D. Overweighting offset by air 
in the drysuit. The more air in the suit, 
the greater its volume change with 
depth changes and the greater the 
change in buoyancy. An overweighted 
diver with a large air bubble in a drysuit 
can start to drift upward just by raising 
the feet of the suit a few feet while div- 
ing. As is typical of diving, the misuse 
of equipment causes many more prob- 
lems than the equipment itself. 


11. C, A, B, D. Swim down to com- 
press the air in the suit and reduce 
buoyancy, then invert and vent the suit 
with the exhaust valve. If buoyancy re- 
mains excessive, vent air from a wrist 
seal or the neck seal. If unable to re- 
gain control, flare out to increase your 
cross-sectional area. This will slow an 
out-of-control ascent as much as possi- 
ble.

Perrers it has happened to you at a 
party where you knew few of the 
guests. You kept your promise to your 
spouse—you didn’t bore everybody with 
your one note monologue on the joys of 
diving. But, alas, one of the guests start- 
ed it. Some guy said he had been to Peo- 
ria; you thought he said euphoria and you 
started to talk diving. 

When you stopped to catch your 
breath, one of your listeners admitted he 
just couldn’t understand ‘‘those ship- 
wreck divers and all that junk they find.” 

‘One man’s junk is another man’s 
treasure,’’ you remind him. ‘‘What do you 
collect?’’ Sheepishly, he admits a weak- 
ness for barbed wire. ‘“‘Barbed wire!’’ you 
exclaim. “You have your nerve to....”’ 
He never lets you finish, launching a dis- 
sertation on the glory of barbed wire, the 
Barbed Wire Club of America and how 
the Old West couldn’t have been settled 
without the stuff. 

Well, you understand. People collect 
everything under the sun and if it turns 
them on, that’s fine with me. But don't let 
anybody knock shipwreck divers and 
their treasures, whatever they might be. 

Steve Giles, Sun Valley, California is a 
California Wreck Diver and brass collec- 
tor who has retrieved his share of ship- 
wreck goodies throughout the years. One 
of his favorite wrecks is the USS John 
Butler, a 306 foot navy destroyer escort 
sunk in 90 feet of water off San Clemente. 
Gauges, plaques, portholes, you name 
it—Steve has brought them up. After an 
article by Giles appeared in SDM (Octo- 
ber ’84), a former Butler captain wrote 
the magazine. The letter was forwarded 
to Giles, who began corresponding with 
the captain and sent him some Butler 
brass to be displayed in a museum in 
Nashville, Tennessee. Steve says the 
captain wrote and thanked him and 
asked that he give the old gal a pat on the 
fantail the next time he visits her. 

Giles also is a ships’ photo buff. He 
sent me an interesting shot of a model of 
the SS Greater Detroit, a Great Lakes 
steamer later converted to a barge and 
scrapped when she became obsolete. 
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Too bad, Steve—| was hoping | could lo- 
cate her so you could add more goodies 
to your collection. 

It did my heart good to read the head- 
line: Massachusetts Claim to Pirate Ship 
is Denied. A superior court judge ruled 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
has no rights to the wreck of a pirate ship 
found by salvor Barry Clifford five years 
ago off Cape Cod. The Massachusetts 
Board of Underwater Archaeological Re- 
sources tried to claim the wreck through 
a 1953 Submerged Land Act that grew 
out of a dispute in California over offshore 
drilling. But the judge ruled this conflicted 
with Federal Admiralty Law under which 
Clifford made his claim. (This is the same 
law that the treacherous Abandoned 
Shipwreck Act has been trying to over- 
throw. See Wreck Facts, August 1987). 
Clifford, who researched and discovered 
Black Sam Bellamy’s 1717 galley, Wy- 
dah, has retrieved cannons, coins and 
other artifacts from the wreck. Although 
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he has taken many risks, spent more than 
$1 million and expressed interest in start- 
ing a pirate museum, the state continued 
to harass him. Officials from Massachu- 
setts were sure they were going to win in 
court and the judge’s decision shocked 
them. Now, instead of 25 percent of the 
treasure Clifford had agreed to give the 
state before officials schemed against 
him, Massachusetts gets nothing! 

Joe Zarzynski, Wilton, New York sent 
me a clipping from a New England news- 
paper that is rather ironic. Less than two 
months after the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts lost its case on the Wydah, 
the state announced a sunken ship 
search. The National Park Service 
planned to ‘‘start searching the ocean 
floor off Cape Cod for sunken ships and 
their cargoes.’ About 30 divers were to 
begin searching 4,500 acres off the Cape 
Cod National Seashore from Wellfleet to 
Provincetown. | didn’t realize the govern-

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MICRO COOKING 


BY CHRIS KILBRIDE 


f you have a microwave oven and ha- 

ven’t used it for cooking seafood, you 
are in for a treat! Your catch can be pre- 
pared tastefully and quickly after a fun 
day of diving. Since microwaving is a rel- 
atively new method of cooking, it is best 
to learn all you can so that your meals will 
be successful. As a diver and home 
economist, I'd like to exchange some 
helpful tips and experiences in microwav- 
ing seafood. 

Choose the plate or dish in which you 
wish to serve your fish carefully. In order 
to hold the juices and give some height 
so the covering or wrap will not touch the 
food, select dishes with sides—such as a 
glass pie plate. It is not necessary to turn 
fish fillets over when microwaving, just 
arrange the thickest parts toward the out- 
er edge of the dish, the thinner sections 
toward the center. It is possible to overlap 
the thinner parts to equal the thickness of 
the other pieces. 














Glass, ceramic and many hard plastic 
dishes can be used, but here's a test to 
check if a dish is microwave safe. (1) 
Place the dish in the microwave. (2) Fill 
a non-metal measuring cup with one cup 
of water and place it one to two inches 
from the dish (the water will absorb the 
microwave energy). (3) Turn the micro- 
wave oven on high for one and one-half

to two minutes. If the dish is very warm or 


hot to the touch, don’t use it. Don't use 
dishes with metallic trim or utensils with 
metal screws, bands or handles. 
Generally, most fish and seafood will 
splatter, so it is best to cover your dish 
before cooking. You can use plastic 
wrap, wax paper or the (glass) cover that 
came with your dish. These will help hold

the moisture in the food. Napkins or pa- 
per towels (except those specially de- 
signed for microwave use) will become 
wet and cling to the food, so they are not 
recommended. Remember that coatings 
will become soggy and cheese toppings 
should only be put on for the last 15-20 
seconds—just enough time to melt them. 
Cheese becomes hard if baked the full 
time on top of a dish. However, cheese 
blended in a casserole will be fine. 

The microwave can be used for all 
methods of fish cookery except frying. 
Deep frying is extremely dangerous and 
shallow frying is not possible. For those 
who wish to try a simulated frying, coat 
the fish in egg and crumbs, and micro- 
wave in one tablespoon of oil. 

The test for doneness for fish or other 
seafood is when it flakes easily and has 
an opaque look. Overcooking even by 
one minute will leave it hard and inedible. 
All seafood cooks quickly, so it is best to 
check the dish every one to two minutes. 
Unless your microwave has a carousel, 
rotate the dish with several one-quarter 
turns to ensure even cooking. As a gen-

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5 Using TTL Flash For Macro 


L automatic exposure U/W strobes 
are relatively new. They began ap- 
pearing with the advent of the Nikonos V. 
This is the first Nikonos equipped with a 
TTL flash sensor and five pin connector 
for dedicated flash circuitry. In essence, 
the TTL strobe and Nikonos V can com- 
municate with each other electronically. 
The concept of TTL exposure control is 
fairly simple. Light emanating from the 
strobe strikes the subject, reflects back 
through the lens and strikes the film plane 
to make the picture. A sensor next to the 
film plane measures the amount of light 
striking the film and signals the strobe 
when there is sufficient exposure. The 
strobe then shuts off the flash. This is 
called TTL because exposure is automat- 
_ically controlled by a sensor that reads 
the light coming Through The Lens. 
This cutoff of the flash is called 
quenching and occurs in a microsecond. 
The speed at which a TIL strobe and 
camera can sense the proper amount of 
light and cutoff the flash is almost mind 
boggling. In addition to cutting off the du- 
ration of flash, a TTL strobe can also 
send messages to the camera user. For 
example, it can tell when the strobe has 
recycled and is ready to fire. After firing, 
some TIL strobe models will also signal 
whether or not there was sufficient flash 
for a correct exposure at the f/stop that

was selected. The TTL strobe actually 
goes through four separate phases of op- 
eration: 1) power recycle; 2) ready to fire; 
3) fire; 4) confirmation. 


BENEFITS OF TTL FLASH 

The major benefit of TTL exposure con- 
trol is that the camera and strobe auto- 
matically compensate for varying subject 
reflectivity and varying distances. TTL 
flash is especially helpful with light col- 
ored subjects, which would normally re- 
flect a great deal of light and overexpose 
the picture. 

Under the right circumstances, TTL 
flash will allow you to shoot repeatedly 
without constantly measuring distances, 
computing exposures and adjusting ap- 
ertures. You can devote more of your 
time and attention to tracking the subject 
and composing the picture. 

Most importantly, the TTL strobe pro- 
vides confirmation of correct exposure. 
This signal can be helpful in setting up a 
near perfect exposure every time. If the 
aperture was incorrect, the distance too 
great or the subject reflectivity insuffi- 
cient, the TTL strobe will promptly tell you 
via a blinking light. 

One more advantage of TTL strobes is 
they can be quickly switched to manual 
mode for special lighting situations. Sev- 
eral TTL strobe models offer a selection 





of different manual flash power outputs 
ranging from full to 1/16th power. 


TTL STROBES FOR MACRO

TTL STROBE SELECTION 

In selecting the TTL strobe best suited 
for you, it is important to go over the sev- 
en basic performance criteria, plus a spe- 
cial, eighth consideration—the type of 
confirmation signal. 

Flash Size: While the size of the strobe 
head is not normally an important selec- 


tion criteria, it can be a significant factor 
in macro photography. Much of this activ- 
ity occurs in narrow crevices, small coral 
caves and the overhangs where macro 
critters live. At these close quarters 
strobe size does become critical and you 
will need to give it some consideration. 
Beam Angle: Macro underwater is the

better control of backlighting or sidelight- 
ing. Some TTL strobe models offer the 
option of adjustable beam angle through 
the use of a beam spreader or diffuser.

flash and warm the color as well as ex- 
panding the beam angle. 

Power Output: This can be an impor- 
tant consideration since all macro expo- 
sures should be made at f/22. Power out- 
put is generally measured in a Guide 
Number (GN) for a specific film speed. 
These are usually based on full power 
manual flash output of the strobe. For the 
purpose of macro photography, the most 
critical measurement is the underwater 
guide number for a slow film speed such 
as ISO 50. 

Color Temperature: This will affect 
the look of your photographs and can be 
an important consideration. The color 
temperature of daylight film (either slide 
or print) is set at 5,500° Kelvin. If you 
want to match the film temperature, your 
flash should come within 200-300 de- 
grees of this. 

However, some macro photographers 
prefer to enhance the look of their shots 
by using a warmer or cooler temperature 
flash. Cooler temperature flash units are 
~ excellent for enhancing macro shots with 
blue or purple subjects. Warmer temper- 
ature flash units are good for enhancing 
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macro photos with red or orange sub- 
jects. This is why there is such a wide 
range of color temperatures among un- 
derwater flash units. 

Power Source: [The type of power 
source used by the flash is an important 
consideration among divers. Recharge- 
able nickel-cadmium battery units are 
less expensive over the long run because 
the batteries can be charged repeatedly 
at little cost. 

Flash units using dry cell batteries are 
more desirable when charging is either 
difficult or not possible. Such situations 
include overseas travel to remote dive 
destinations or when you are in foreign 
countries that have different electrical 


current. There are also many divers who 


prefer not to deal with the nightly chore of 
charging batteries. 

Number of Flashes: This dictates how 
many rolls of film you may shoot before 
needing a battery change. It should be re- 
membered that macro requires total 
flash, which means one flash per film 
frame or 36 flashes per roll. The number 
of flashes is generally measured in a full 
power manual mode since the number of 





TTL strobes can be used on manual or on automatic. The SB-103 
has a TTL setting and three manual exposure power settings. 


TTL flashes can vary greatly, depending 
on distance. 

Recycle Time: Repeated shots of the 
same creature require rapid firing. If you 
intend to shoot three pictures of a shrimp 
dancing across a coral head you will 
have to shoot fast. Recycle time is also 
measured at full power manual mode 
since the time varies greatly at TTL mode. 
TTL strobes with fractional power modes, 
such as one-quarter power, offer faster 
recycle times for rapid fire situations. 


TTL EXPOSURE PROCEDURE 
Because TTL exposure is slightly more 
sophisticated than manual, be careful to 
make all of the necessary adjustments. | 
The following is a step-by-step procedure 
for setting up a TTL flash picture: 
1) Set the speed dial on your camera 
for the ISO number of the film you are us- 
ing. This will probably be ISO 50 for color 
slide film or ISO 100 for color print film. 
2) Set the shutter speed dial to A for 
Automatic exposure. : . 
3) Set the strobe power switch to TTL. 


_ Now the strobe and camera are matched 











for automatic TTL exposure control. 


Check the Nikonos V data display for the 


appearance of the glowing red lightning 


bolt symbol that indicates the strobe is 
ready to fire. 

4) Set the lens focus ietarios for ch 
minimum distance of 2.75 feet for the 
35mm lens or 2 feet for the 28. 

5) Set the lens aperture at f/22. 

6) Set the flash distance appropriate 
for the extension tube and strobe being 
used. Refer to the strobe instruction man- 


_ual for settings. 


7) Fire a test ‘shot and check for the 
confirmation of correct exposure. If there 
is no confirmation or there is a blinking 


‘exposure error signal, move the strobe 
_ closer to the framer and test again. 


SETTING THE BASIC TTL FLASH 


DISTANCE 
The flash distance should be the same 
as that used with manual exposure 
strobes. This will range from ten inches 


_ for a 1:3 macro tube to two inches for a 


2:1 macro tube. You may have to move 
the strobe one to two inches closer to én-

sure that your flash is within the exposure 
range for the TTL sensor. 

Some strobes (such as the SB-103) 
have a built-in warning system that indi- 
cates you have exceeded the range of 
TTL exposure. A ready light that blinks af- 


ter the strobe has fired indicates that al- 


though it was fired at full power the pic- 
ture may be underexposed. If this occurs, 
move the strobe one to two inches closer. 


BRACKETING BY ISO SETTINGS 


You cannot bracket your TTL flash ex- 
posures in the same manner as manual 


‘flash exposures. This is because the TTL 


strobe is always seeking to make what it 
thinks is the correct exposure. However, 
you can fool a TTL strobe into bracketing 
simply by adjusting the ISO film speed 


~ dial. Doubling or halving the set ISO num- 


ber will achieve an overexposure or un- 
derexposure of one full f/stop. For exam- 
ple, if you are using ISO 50 film, you can 
achieve a three f/stop stop bracket by 
shooting one picture at ISO 50, the next 
at ISO 25 and the third at ISO 100. 
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LIMITATIONS OF TTL FLASH 


TTL equipment can work quite well un- 
der the right circumstances. There are, 
however, some limitations. The subject 
being photographed should be in the 
center of the picture frame since this is 
the area being scanned by the camera 
sensor. The best results are achieved 
when there is a reflective background or 
subject throughout the picture area. TTL 
exposure sensors can be fooled by an 
open water background and thus overex- 
pose the subject. 

TTL exposure control is aperture prior- 
ity, which means the TTL sensor and 
strobe adjust for the aperture that has — 
been set. However, if the aperture is too 
small (such as f/22), the strobe may not 


have sufficient power to operate properly. 


Since all macro pictures should be shot 
at f/22, it is important that the strobe be 
held close enough to ensure full function 
of the TTL system. 

The benefit of TTL over manual is that 
the camera and TTL strobe will automati- 
cally compensate for differences in sub- 
ject reflectivity. »s

Our frogfish adventure started early 
one morning in a skiff off Seven Mile 
Beach.

Sure enough, | found the frogfish ex- 
actly where Wayne had said it would be.

The body was 
covered with a bumpy, warty skin, rough- 
ly textured. The little fish was perched 
upright on the sponge with its nose tilted 
toward the surface. It seemed to be

Eo divers as well as earthbound trav- 
elers it is the end of the rainbow. After 
U.S. Highway 1 threads its way thou- 
sands of miles from Canada down the 
East Coast of the United States, it finally 
arrives at Mile Marker 0 in Key West, 
Florida. This is the southernmost point in 
the United States, only 90 miles north of 
Cuba. Key West is a charming little is- 
land/city, steeped in history and atmos- 
phere. One of the oldest settlements in 
South Florida, it predates the establish- 
ment of Miami and was of far greater im- 
portance historically. At one time it was 
Florida's largest city. 

Established as a naval base for the 
forces combating pirates in the Gulf of 
Mexico, it was successively dependent 
upon wrecking (salvage), sponging, tur- 
tling, Cigar-making, fishing, the military 
once again and, finally, tourism. Through- 
out its boom-and-bust history, the for- 
tunes of the people of Key West have 
been tied inextricably to the sea. With the 
Gulf of Mexico on one side and the Atlan- 
tic Ocean on the other, both the climate 
and the economy of Key West are con- 
trolled by warm saltwater. Even before 
the habitation of the island, Key West's 
reefs were extracting fortunes from the 
Spanish who passed there in their treas- 
ure ships. Some of these fortunes, such 
as those of the Afocha, are only now be- 
ing yielded back up. 


For divers wishing to experience those 
reefs, there are a number of pro dive 
shops in Key West. One, Seasports Dive 
Center, at the Lands End Marina, takes 
divers not only to the end of the rainbow, 
but beyond. It is the only dive center in 
the Florida Keys that offers trips to the fa- 
bled Dry Tortugas. This archipelago of 
uninhabited islands and cays stretches to 
the west from Key West and is where 
America’s last truly wild reefs are found. 
The walls of the Seasports Dive Center 
are decorated with pictures of divers 
holding up fish as large as themselves 
taken in the Tortugas. Seasports offers 
three day trips aboard the 45 foot air-con- 
ditioned twin diesel Mirage. It accommo- 
dates a maximum of eight divers for live- 
aboard trips and is fully equipped with 
advanced navigational electronics, galley 
and compressor for unlimited diving. 
One-day trips to the Tortugas can be 
chartered utilizing the Freeshaft, a 35 foot 
Wellcraft Scarab. With its three outboards 
totalling 720 hp, it can rocket six passen- 
gers at speeds up to 80 mph, making the 
remote islands accessible for day trips in 
good weather. 

Mirage also charters out to the historic 
World War Il shipwrecks in the Gulf of 
Mexico. Again, Seasports is the only 
Keys shop that takes divers out to such 
remote sites as the wreck of the Baja Cal- 
ifornia. A supply ship sunk by a German 





U-boat, it has live ammunition and the re- 
mains of half-track tanks. Sixty miles 
north of Key West, it rests in 110 feet of 
water, which is frequently crystal clear. 

Other wrecks Seasports dives include: 

The Sturtivent, a vintage four stacker 
destroyer that saw service in both world 
wars. Sunk by an allied mine in 1942, it 
rests in three pieces in 60 feet of water. 
Brass ammunition casings and large artil- 
lery shells can still be found. 

The Luchenbach, a 400 foot freighter 
that was carrying one-sixth of the world’s 
supply of tungsten. It, too, hit an Allied 
mine in 1942 and sank in 60 feet. 

The Alexander, a destroyer escort in 
two pieces, parts of which reach the sur- 
face from a sand bottom at 30 feet. 

There is also the Cayman Salvager, a 
167 foot Navy salvage ship, sunk in 90 
feet of water three years ago as part of 
the artificial reef program. 

In addition to the Mirage and the Free- 
shaft, Seasports has two boats used pri- 
marily for diving reefs close to Key West. 
These are the 36 foot Experience and the 
48 foot Sundiver (formerly the Nautilus). 
The four boat fleet enables Seasports to 
cater to specialty groups in addition to 
running regular reef trips. In particular, 
Seasports has become known as the 
place to go for spearfishing. Owner David 
Fair is a four-time Florida state spearfish- 
ing champion and one-time national 
champion who has been known to spear- 
fish while freediving in water as deep as 
140 feet. If a group wants fish he knows 
the spots. 

Seasports also can cater to photogra- 
phers or any other group with special 
needs. However, Fair attributes the rapid 
growth of the shop from its modest begin- 
nings five years ago not to any special in- 
terest groups, but to the ‘‘bread and but- 
ter’ divers who keep coming back be- 
cause of the service they get at Sea- 
sports. It's one of the few shops in the 
Keys where divers are not expected to 
lug all their own gear around. The staff 
transports all the tanks and gear bags to 
and from the dock and loads and unloads 
them on the boat. Between dives the cus- 
tomers relax while the staff changes the 
tanks over. There’s no more of, ‘‘! won- 
der if | have shoulder bends or was it just 
the 65 pound gear bag?”’ 

That kind of treatment can spoil you. 
Shop manager Kevin Kiekhafer recalls 
referring customers to another shop on 
days when he didn’t have enough to 
make a trip and having them come back 
and tell him, ‘If you can’t take us diving, 
don’t send us anywhere else. We'll stay 
home! Captain Steve Stevens points out 
that, ‘The fact that you have only about 
five million divers in the U.S. dictates that 
business is very heavily dependent on re- 
peat customers. If you don’t have a good 
crew with a good attitude you don't get

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NEW TRIMARINE BOAT 


Trimarine, owner and operator of the 
Lammer Law and Misty Law, has a new 
aluminum trimaran under construction. It 
will be 105 feet long and 44 feet wide, 
with masts 103 feet high. This new ship, 
ten feet longer than the Lammer Law, will 
take only 20 guests in the same standard 
of luxury and service that guests on the 
Lammer Law have grown accustomed to. 
Powered by twin Caterpillar diesels and 
more than 5,000 square feet of sail, she 
should achieve speeds of up to 17 knots 
under sail and 14 knots under power.

hy shoot video at night? Because 
many exciting creatures that aren't 
visible d during the day come out then. 
Night is the only time you can shoot the 
graceful swimming of a Spanish dancer 
in Hawaii or pan across open yellow cup 
corals in Bonaire. Night is also when the 
elusive octopus comes into the open. 

Night video features dazzling colors. 
Your video light will appear weak during 
the day, when bluish sunlight determines 
exposure and color. But at night, there is 
no sunlight to compete with. Thus, the 
video light brings out all the bright colors 
of your subjects. 

Close-up subjects, such as a small oc- 
topus, sleeping fish or eel, are often most 
exciting. However, please don’t unduly 
disturb your delicate subjects. A fish that 
daris into the spines of a sea urchin will 
suffer painful and possibly fatal wounds. 
Common daylight subjects such as her- 
mit crabs, banded coral shrimp and ar- 
rowcrabs are easier to work with at night 
because they are out in the open. But 
again, please be careful. 

When diving on a lush reef—and espe- 











cially on encrusted wreckage—a slow 
pan showing colorful sponges, corals 
and marine life can be beautiful. But don’t 
be dazzled by splashes of bright color 
alone. You still need individual subjects, 
action and points of interest to hold the 
viewer's interest. With still subjects, give 
yourself a scene long enough to narrate. 
Medium-distance shots of divers will 
be better if your models wear bright, re- 
flective dive gear. White hands, a white 
face and a chrome-finished regulator will 
usually be too light if the automatic expo- 
sure control reads off a black wetsuit or 
dark BC. Generally, the distance at which 
you can shoot U/W depends on the re- 
flectance of the subject as well as the 
power of your light and water clarity.

plankton and burn out early: Use a small 
handheld dive light when you're not film- 
ing. lf you use a short wrist lanyard, sim- 
ply let go of the hand light when you turn 
on the video light.

We often use the spotter and shooter 
technique. The spotter helps find and 
handle small subjects while the shooter 
operates the camera. When posing with 
a small subject, it's important that the 
spotter maneuver the subject so its best 
side faces the camera. If the spotter’s 
face is to be in the picture, he or she must 
stay very close to the subject. The key 
idea is that multiple subjects must be 
kept close together if they are to fit inside 
the picture area. The spotter may feel 
strange looking at a sponge from only a

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light. If you have found an interesting sub- 
ject, shine the dive light on the subject 
and wiggle the light. Be careful, however, 
not to mimic long, vertical movements of 
the light that signal diver in distress. 

if you wish to change your position rel- 
ative to the spotter, reach out and grip 
his/her shoulder or arm to signal that you 
want him/her to stay put. You can also 
use this grip to help move yourself into 
position. If you want the spotter to move 
relative to you, you can use the grip to 
guide the spotter into position. If you want 
an “over the shoulder” shot, take hold of 
the spotter’s tank yoke and adjust your 
relative positions. 

lf you must edit in camera, shooting 
your U/W scenes is more difficult at 
night. During the day, you can use the 
LS, MS, CU and LS pattern augmented 
with cut-ins, cut-aways and overlaps. But 


NIGHT VIDEO TIPS 

*With twin video lights, try using one at 
a time. A single light often provides better 
shadow detail. And, when one is ex- 
hausted, turn on the other. 

*Make sure the light is aimed correctly. 
Beginners often forget to change the an- 
gle of the light when they change camera- 
to-subject distance. Don’t just use the at- 
tached light to aim the camera. 

*Make sure that you can operate all 
necessary camera controls by feel in the 
dark. Above all, be sure you can tell when 
the camera is on or off. 

*For optimum automatic exposure con- 
trol, keep subjects in the center of the pic- 
ture area. If off center, the automatic con- 
trol can respond to a dark midwater back- 
ground and overexpose. 





at night, you often are limited to a series 
of close-ups. Thus, you may need chang- 
es in music plus narration to create se- 
quences in your finished video. 

lf you plan to add narration, group your 
shots: Three consecutive, five second 
scenes of sleeping fish, for example, give 
you enough time for 15 seconds of narra- 
tion. If you find one brittlestar, three short 
scenes—taken with different camera an- 
gles—will give you the time you need. To 
estimate how long you should stay with 
non-active subjects, time yourself as you 
read some sample narration. For exam- 
ple, time yourself as you read the follow- 


PRE-DIVE VIDEO CHECKLIST 


Before using your video camera at night, 
make a pre-dive checklist. Modify this list 
to match your equipment: 

1. Charge and install batteries for cam- 
era, video light and hand light. 

2. Turn autofocus off (for dome port). 

3. Preset focus. 

4. Remove sunlight filter (such as UR 
pro). 

5. Set color balance for artificial light. 

6. Set sensitivity switch for normal. 

7. Clean and lubricate O-rings as per 
directions. 

8. Assemble video system and dive 
light. 

9.Note: In humid climates, you may 
wish to blow the housing out with warm 
(not hot) air from a hair dryer. 

10. Double check all housing latches. 

11. Test camera, video light and dive 
light for on/off.

U/W ETIQUETTE 

U/W videographers can be bother- 
some to other night divers. For example, 
a bright video light suddenly thrust into. 
the face of an unsuspecting diver can be 
painful. And, if the diver is using only a 
small dive light and his night vision to en- 
joy the serenity of the dive, he will be an- 
gry. On the other hand, some divers en- 
joy following a videographer as his light 
illuminates the seafloor. Therefore, ask 
your group ahead of time if they will ob- 
ject to your bright light—especially if you 
wish to photograph the divers. You may 
need to divide the dive site and tell them 
where you will start and end your 
dive. >t 





BUOYANCY CONTROL 


To have optimum buoyancy control, you 
must be familiar with your wetsuit, BC, 
weights and the balance of your video 
camera and light. Thus, nighttime is no 
time to be learning how to use and keep 
your buoyancy with new equipment. Mas- 
ter your equipment during day dives first. 
Otherwise you may be too busy fighting for 
body and buoyancy control to use your 
camera effectively. 

Be especially careful when shooting vid- 
eo in midwater! Because you may have no 
sense of depth of movement, you could 
accidentally ascend too quickly for safety.

hen Dacor introduced their new- 

est entry in the premium regula- 
tor wars, they did it with what got them 
there: a balanced diaphragm first 
stage. Although they also produce a 
piston first stage, Dacor’s engineering 
philosphy is firmly committed to the 
balanced diaphragm principle. The 
design of the new 960 XLB Pacer isn’t 
radical; it utilizes mainstream technol- 
ogy that has been refined to produce 
Dacor’s most expensive and top per- 
forming regulator. 

What's new? The first stage has a 
swivel with one port, utilizing a turbo 
assist to provide more air to the sec- 
ond stage. The second stage is bal- 
anced; its cracking effort can be ad- 
justed by turning a knob, even while 
the diver is underwater. 

What's old? This regulator is still 
easily recognizable as a Dacor, with 
the aforementioned balanced dia- 
phragm first stage and a metal hous- 
ing on the second. Continued from re- 
cent years are the wide diameter hos- 
es and optional plastic second stage 
covers in eight different colors. 


40 SKIN DIVER DECEMBER 1987 


What's the result? It’s a remarkably 
natural breathing regulator that sup- 
plies large volumes of air, even 
deep—and, one that displays very little 
temperament for such a high perform- 
er. Veteran engineer Vern Pedersen 
was our guide through the maze of 
Dacor’s 13 different models as he ex- 
plained the inner workings of the com- 
pany s newest regulator. 

The 960 first stage was designed 
from the proverbial clean sheet of pa- 
per. Its most unique feature is a turbo 
assisted swivel that accepts only a 
single hose. Most regulators with this 
feature allow attachment of several 
hoses. The problem, according to 
Vern, is that multiple hoses lock the 
swivel and prevent it from turning free- 
ly. Dacor’s swivel, without additional 
hoses to encumber it, moves with you 
whenever you move your head. It ro- 
tates freely, whether the system is 
pressurized or not. 

Because of its turbo assist feature, 
the swivel fitting should be the attach- 
ment for the primary second stage. 
Here’s how it works. Air going to the 





primary port passes over the end of a 
tube that is open to the airstream. The 
other end of the tube goes down into 
the diaphragm chamber. As air 
passes over the open end, it creates 
a negative pressure area that draws 
additional air from the chamber. This 
is called the Bernoulli Effect, similar to 
a venturi action. As air leaves the dia- 
phragm chamber, pressure within it 
drops. This gives the diaphragm a 
false reading of 10-15 psi less than 
the actual intermediate pressure of 
140 psi. Consequently, it depresses 
farther, opening the high pressure 
seat even more. The end result is a 
greater flow of air into the primary port 
and onto the second stage. 

The 960’s new diaphragm is thinner 
than conventional ones and made of a 
more flexible material that holds its 
consistency regardless of tempera-

ture. This prevents it from stiffening in 
extremely cold water, a condition that 
could lead to an increase in intermedi- 
ate pressure. 

There are three additional low pres- 
sure ports and two high pressure 
ports on the first stage body, providing 
maximum flexibility in attachment of 
hoses. In keeping with current Dacor 
practice, the low pressure ports are 
one-half inch diameter to accommo- 
date wider hoses, further enhancing 
airflow to the second stage. 

Also new for 1987 is the XLB sec- 
ond stage, with a balanced seat and 
an external knob that adjusts cracking 
effort. Balancing the second stage is 
accomplished the same way as in a 
naturally balanced first stage: with a 
flow-through valve that distributes 140 
psi on both sides of the seat. If it were 
perfectly balanced it would lock in an 


overpressure situation, so there is 
slightly more area on the seat side. In 
case of a first stage malfunction, the 
second stage would act like a conven- 
tional downstream valve and release 
the excess pressure as freeflow. 

A major advantage of the balanced 
second stage is that a much lighter 
spring can be utilized to keep the 
valve closed. This provides two major 
benefits: Cracking effort (the suction 
required to begin airflow) is greatly re- 
duced and the seat is less likely to 
take a set during storage. This occurs 
in unbalanced second stages when 
heavy spring pressure causes the 
valve body to wear a groove into the 
rubber or Teflon seat. Over the period 
of a year or so this will result in air 
leakage and require replacement of 
the seat. Although Dacor supplies a 
purge button depressor to relieve 
pressure on the seat, it is not essential 
to use it for storage as long as the 
Knob is set for the lowest resistance. 

Turning the knob turns the balance

chamber itself, moving it in or out. 
Counterclockwise rotation reduces 
cracking effort; clockwise rotation in- 
creases it. It takes four revolutions to 
go all the way from the plus (highest 
effort) to the minus (lowest effort) 
mark. This fine tuning allows the diver 
to desensitize the regulator while 
swimming on the surface or to dial in 
maximum sensitivity when going deep 
or working hard. Yet, Pedersen ex- 
plains the adjustment is limited. ‘You 
can't make it breathe too hard and you 
can't set it for an out-of-control free- 
flow... you can’t hurt yourself... .”’ 
Continued from earlier models are 
some of the features that have come 
to be expected from Dacor. These in- 
clude a diaphragm, mouthpiece and 
twin exhaust valves made of silicone. 
The Venturamatic flow vane and anti- 
freeflow device are a series of metal 


baffles inside the housing, designed to 
enhance airflow. All metal parts are 
either stainless steel or triple plated 
chromed brass. Optional second 
stage covers of plastic are available in 
red, white, powder blue, royal blue, 
pink, yellow, Orange and black for 
fashion conscious divers. Finally, an 
environmental kit is available as an 
option for divers planning to enter 
freezing or polluted waters. 

We tested the 960 XLB while wreck 
diving off the coast of San Pedro, Cali- 
fornia aboard the vessel Deep Freak. 
This regulator's outstanding charac- 
teristic is its smooth, natural feel. Most 
regulators, even some high perfor- 
mance models, still give the impres- 
sion of breathing through a machine. 
The 960 XLB feels natural, as if you 
were walking down the street with all 
the air you needed around you. Deep- 
er than 100 feet, subjected to hard 
swimming and heavy breathing, the 
high volume and natural feel contin- 
ued undiminished. Exhalation effort 
was very low as well, adding to the 
overall impression of smoothness. 

Breathing characteristics changed 
very little in different body positions. 
Only when | was on my back did effort 
increase significantly. However, there 
was no water leakage even in that po- 
sition. When | was descending head 
first there was a slight bubbling of air 
at the lowest resistance setting of the 
adjustment knob. It was easily tuned 
out by turning the knob clockwise. 

Purging water-from the second 
stage was accomplished with just a 
short puff of air. The purge button de- 
livers a medium blast that does the 
same job. 

Removing the regulator from the 
mouth with the mouthpiece upward re- 
sulted in a slight freeflow that stopped 
only when | turned it down. In other 
Dacor models tested, the anti-freeflow 
vane directs water behind the dia- 
phragm, stopping the flow after about 
three seconds. Perhaps because of its 
high performance characteristics, this 
system did not work on the 960 XLB. 
However, that is only a slight incon- 
venience, balanced against the overall 
competence of this regulator. 

The 960 XLB Pacer will satisfy the 
perfectionist wno demands high per- 
formance but won't accept fussiness. 
Its smoothness will appeal to the nov- 
ice while its high volume air delivery at 
depth will please the expert. The retail 
price is $315 at your Dacor dealer.

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picture in your mind, that luggage 
commercial where the gorilla slams 
around a suitcase. Now picture that same 
gorilla using scuba tanks and five pound 
lead weights to wreak his havoc. Throw 
in some saltwater, scorching sunlight and 
a sandpaper-like boat deck and you have 
an idea what forces are at work on your 
dive gear topside. While some items, 
such as fins and wetsuits, can take a 
pounding without much damage, others 
would benefit from a protective case. Ide- 
ally, such a case would have a sturdy 
outer shell and a padded inner lining. 

The Scuba Guard is a 13 x 17 x 6 inch 
padded case suitable for carrying a regu- 
lator/instrument console, photo gear, a 
dive light or a combination of items. The 
outer shell is rugged PVC. This material 
is sturdy enough to hold its form against 
heavy pressure (such as your buddy sit- 
ting down on it), yet is slightly flexible to 
absorb impacts. 

The Scuba Guard has a large carrying 
handle, which is flush with the top edge 
of the case. This streamlined design pro- 
tects the handle and facilitates packing 
the case among other gear. Four built-in 
pegs on the hinge side give the case sup- 
port when upright. 

The two halves of the case are con- 
nected with corrosion resistant stainless 
steel hinge pins. The contacting edges of 
the halves feature a tongue and groove 
design. This adds structural support and 
will keep foreign objects from entering 
the case. (This also helps prevent 
splashed water from entering.) The case 
is secured with two corrosion proof PVC 
sliding latches. 

Inside the case are three layers of foam 
padding—one in the top half and two in 
the bottom. This padding can be custom

fit to the items you wish to carry in the 
case in two ways: 

Items less than two inches thick can be 
placed in the case and the lid closed. Af- 
ter a time (several weeks), the foam will 
compress to the shape of these items. 

The outlines of larger objects can be 
traced on the center layer of foam with a 
felt tipped pen. Then, a sharp blade can 
be used to cut out the appropriate sec- 
tions. The items then nestle in spaces in 
the foam cut to fit them. Placing the foam 
in a freezer overnight will stiffen it and fa- 
cilitate cutting. 

For some items of gear, such as a reg- 
ulator, octopus and console, you might 
want to remove the center layer of foam 
completely. Everything will still be pro- 
tected, but the hoses will not be forced in- 
to sharp bends. 

Care of the Scuba Guard includes 
keeping the hinge area free of sand and 
other debris. A mild soap solution can be 
used to clean the case and the foam pad- 
ding. Never use petroleum based prod- 
ucts, silicones or chemical cleaners. 

The Scuba Guard has a suggested re- 
tail price of $44.95.

sey of the Kelley House Museum, Men- 
docino; Swanlund’s Camera Shop, Eure-

DIVING IN POLLUTED WATERS 

Most readers who responded to the 
two Technifacts that discussed diving in 
polluted waters (SKIN DIVER August and 
September 1987) were in agreement; 
there are thousands of miles of clean, 
clear, unpolluted divable waters. They al- 
so agreed that ‘hot spots’ within these 
pristine waters are potentially hazardous 
to divers and to the marine environment. 
The consensus was that many sport div- 
ers are not aware of these hot spots or 
how to detect them before a dive. Patricia 
M. Quinn, Brooklyn, New York stated, ‘‘A 
list of polluted waters for divers would be 
a good idea. New York City certainly has 
a lot of it (polluted waters).’’ She quickly 
added, ‘‘But we also have a lot of beauti- 
ful, clean dive spots.”’ 

Without going into detail, it seems perti- 
nent to mention briefly some of the kinds 
and sources of contamination affecting 
the world’s waters that have been cited. 
As related in a previous Technifacts, ef- 
forts to reduce undesirable or unwhole- 
some elements in all waters began in the 
late 1800s and continued at an increased 
pace in the first half of the 20th century. 
The structures built then, such as sewage 
treatment plants, outfall pipelines, settling 
basins, etc., are getting very old. Some 
are not adequate for the population they 
must now serve. Others are simply ‘‘fall- 
ing apart,’ as one reader stated. 

Again quoting Patricia Quinn of Brook- 
lyn, ‘Having lived near water all my life | 
became a certified diver. | live in Bay 
Ridge, one-half block from the most 
beautiful harbor around. The only prob- 
lem—one-half block from where | live—is 
a raw sewage treatment plant that is 35 
years old. It had been neglected for near- 
ly ten years and finally fell apart.’’ Some 
work has been completed on the sewage 
system and conditions in the bay have 
improved. But, according to Patricia, not 
as much as Officials claim. ‘“The EPA 
keeps telling me the water is fine. But, 
how can it be fine when you can see the 
changes in the color of the water near the

outfall and everything else that gets 
flushed or sent down a sewer.” 

Another kind of problem is from things 
dumped or pumped overboard at sea 
that then wash ashore with prevailing 
winds and currents. Thomas D. Helsel, 
civil engineer, Royersford, Pennsylvania, 
wrote, in part, ‘“The reason for this letter 
is to inform you about the massive 
amount of debris that has been washing 
up on shore along the New Jersey coast. 
In recent weeks (his letter was dated 8/ 
24/87) everything from used medical 
supplies (including hypodermic syrin- 
ges), tampons, telephone poles, garbage 
and even money has washed ashore. 
Earlier in the summer the beaches were 
afflicted with sludge. The beaches were 
closed many days this summer.’’ He con- 
cluded with the urgent suggestion that all 
divers be aware of the possibility for pol- 
lution and report to authorities, without 
delay, any information about acts of pol- 
luting or polluted areas. 

From Calgary, Alberta, Canada H.D. 
Green wrote, ‘‘Harmful pollution of water 
is one thing some sport divers seem not 
to consider. Obvious dirty water and foul 
odors will deter diving but there are other 
contaminants not so easily spotted.’’ 

Spencer D. Campbell, formerly with 
The Ocean Corporation and now with the 
Highline Community College in Washing- 
ton, stated, ‘‘There are two circumstanc- 
es that require divers to expose them- 
selves to radiation hazards. They may be 
responding to an emergency situation 
where the diving area is contaminated, or 
they may be required to perform inspec- 
tion, repair or maintenance in the fuel 
pools of nuclear power reactors. ’’ 

In recent months an additional source 
of contamination by radioactive elements 
has been reported. In an August 1987 
newspaper article it was noted that some 
kinds of radioactive contamination travel 
underground much faster than formerly 
believed. Under the Hanford (Washing- 
ton) Nuclear Reservation the radioactive 
element iodine-129 has been found 
aquifers and has been traced to Sur- 
rounding ground water, farm wells and 
wildlife, milk and even some local wine. 
Also, the iodine-129, which has a halflife 
of 17 million years, continues to seep, un- 
abated, into the Columbia River, which 
passes near the Hanford site. 

The Clallam County (Washington) Envi- 
ronmental Health Agency has reported 
that fresh water flowing into Sequim (pro- 
nounced Squim) Bay is generally clean 
but that Bell Creek subjects the beautiful 
bay to contamination from surrounding 
livestock farms.

stated, ‘‘At low tide, it smells like a septic 
tank.’’ Offshore a large cattle feeding lot 
in one state, colon bacillus was found in- 
dicating fecal contamination of the sur- 
rounding water. 

Fish raising pens also cause water 
and, particularly, bottom contamination. 
In Norway it has been found that large 
fish rearing areas must be relocated to 
new sites every two years. The daily fecal 
and waste deposits from the many thou- 
sands of fish was equal to tons of untreat- 
ed sewage from a town of 4,000 people. 

In Alaska, oil spill clean-up costs and 
the damage done to the shoreline and 
fisheries totaled $80 million. Other re- 
ports revealed waterborne bacteria in- 
fected shellfish. And, parasites in the wa- 
ter attacked salmon returning to the rivers 
in which they were spawned. 

Finally, in Mulberry Creek, near Nash- 
ville, Tennessee fish were behaving 
strangely. Upstream, a broken pipe had 
allowed 13,800 gallons (reportedly 
$700,000 worth) of Jack Daniel’s whis- 
key to run into the creek. As far as a mile 
downstream, it was a case of Jack Dan- 
iel’s with a water chaser. Before you 
book passage to Nashville for a dive in 
Mulberry Creek, keep in mind that this 
fish orgy took place in July 1987 and was 
cleaned up in a couple of weeks!

t used to be a safe bet when a Conti- 

nental jet arrived on Mexico's extraordi- 
nary dive destination, Cozumel, that the 
first diver down the stairway would be a 
Texan. Sure, it’s true the nonstop Conti- 
nental flight originated in Houston, but it 
also used to be true that Texans were by 
far the most numerous visitors to Cozu- 
mel. While Texas is still well represented, 
today's visiting diver might just as easily 
come from California, Florida or the Mid- 
west. New Yorkers are also beginning to 
recognize Cozumel as a premier dive 
travel destination. Although the various 
agencies offer slightly different figures, 
even the most conservative estimate 
states that more than 50 percent of Cozu- 
mel’s visitors are divers.

- As scuba enthusiasts, we all have one 
- common prerequisite for choosing our 
vacation locale; the place must have 
great diving. Cozumel’s got it! Eleven 
miles east of the Yucatan Peninsula, near 
the southern entrance to the Yucatan 
channel (the narrow funnel-like body of 
- water that separates Cuba from Mexico 
_ while connecting the Caribbean Sea to 
the Gulf of Mexico), Cozumel sits on the 
edge of the Gulf Stream.

~ Over the millennium an amazingly intri- 
cate coral reef system has developed on 
his limestone island’s southwestern 
coast. The same current that caresses

cles, stalling momentarily in the calm 
eddies behind the immense formations 
-and then catching the current again to 
glide onto the next submarine headlands 
may be the closest we can come to fly- 
ing. The scene outside your mask slides 
by like a slow motion film shot from an 
airplane performing low altitude maneu- 
vers around steep canyon walls. 

Drift diving does require some experi- 
nce. Although the actual step by step 
‘procedure differs from one dive operation 
to the next, the basic game plan is the 
_ game. On board the dive boat, people 
gear up so that once the first members of 
the dive party begin to enter the water, 
everyone is ready to go. Descending with 
_ the group, divemasters count heads, help 
- adjust individuals’ buoyancy and escort 
: the group to the drop-off. 

In the average 150 foot horizontal visi- 
bility itis easy for the group to spread out. 

_ With a little thought and attention, how- 
ever, everyone can stay together. As 
_ members of the group reach the prede- 
termined minimum air pressure level, 
- they cluster around the divemaster. Lead- 
ing them up, the divemasters usually as- 
cend through one last colorful coral and 
sponge covered canyon toward shallow- 
er depths. On the surface, you will dis- 
cover your boat has followed the group's 

- bubbles and is waiting patiently for your 
return. Depending on the current’s 
strength, you may have covered a few 
‘thousand feet or almost one mile of reef! 
Recognizing the importance of Cozu- 

mel's reef mele as both an irreplace- 

































































nomic resource, the Mexican govern- 
__ ment established a national park that en- 
_ compasses all the reefs from South Para- 
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dise to Maracaibo. Although the sanctu- 


ary has been tentatively given many 
names, the majority of people refer to it 


_ as Palancar National Underwater Park. In 


many ways the local divemasters are the 
guardians of the marine park. Through 
their thorough briefings and alert han- 
dling of novice divers, the guides protect 
the delicate coral and sponges. | 
Many new divers believe that coral is 
as tough as stone. In reality, the colonies 
of coral polyps that comprise the living 
surface of the huge formations are quite 
frail. The single touch of a diver’s finger 
can crush these sensitive animals. A 
careless kick can break off a coral 
branch that took scores of years to pro- 


duce. On Cozumel they call such reck- 


less divers “reef crashers.”’ Dive opera- 





tors follow. some > simple slept to avoic 


damaging the environment. All groups 


begin their tours over sandy patches. lf 
someone settles to the bottom he/she 
merely produces a harmless cloud of 
dust. Before taking the group across the 
reef, the guides help everyone to attain 
neutral buoyancy. Wear only the mini- 
mum amount of lead that you require. 
Your air lasts longer when you are neu- 


trally buoyant because you don’t have to.

Many divemasters also encourage 
customers to hold onto their gauges and 
extra second stages. These necessary 
Safety items can become miniature grap- 
pling hooks when allowed to dangle be- 
neath inattentive divers.

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reef. Experienced divers should automat- 
ically achieve neutral buoyancy, tuck in 
their loose paraphernalia and hover a 
couple of feet above the bottom. There- 
fore, the Cozumel divemasters are really 
just encouraging fundamental safe and 
sensible diving techniques. 

As is the diving community as a whole, 
Cozumel continues to demonstrate an in- 
creasing sense of responsibility. Oxygen 
units, first aid kits and radios are quickly 
becoming standard issue for all dive 
boats. Predive briefings include provi- 
sions for exceeding the planned depth, 
low air situations and extra safety stops. 
As with other Caribbean destinations, Co- 
zumel dive guides believe in diving inside 
the maximum U.S. Navy no-decompres- 
sion limits. 

In the past year, a private company, 
supported by several of the island’s dive 
operators and commercial divers, has 
opened a recompression chamber facility 
in downtown San Miguel. Servicios de 
Seguridad Sub-Acuatica (Underwater 
Safety Services) maintains the hyperbar- 
ic chamber, marine ambulance and a 24 
hour medical staff. Two large storage 
bottles feed the 54 foot double lock 
chamber. Aqua Safari's nearby subma- 
rine bottles also supply the system. 
Should Cozumel suffer an island-wide 
blackout, this redundant cascade ar- 
rangement delivers enough air to run a 
SA, 5B or 6A table treatment. Monitoring 
both CB and VHF radios, the recompres- 
sion facility stays in contact with three hy- 
perbaric physicians and a Chris Craft 
boat that patrols the Palancar dive area 
from 10:00 am until 5:00 pm each day. 

Space does not permit full descriptions 
of all the famous dive sites, but the follow- 
ing selections should give you a solid 
overview of Cozumel’s fantastic diving. 
Because many flights, such as Continen- 
tal's #1124 from Houston, arrive just 
past midday, the schedule grants you 
enough time to check into your hotel, un- 
pack your gear and sample one of the 
shallow shore dives. If you haven’t been 
“wet” in awhile, this is an excellent time 
to determine your weightbelt needs and 
fine tune your buoyancy skills. 

At all locations, shallow as well as 
deep, the current can vary in direction 
and intensity. Pay attention to the orienta- 
tion of hovering schools of fish and the 
sweep of soft corals to help determine 
the flow’s direction. Don’t forget to adjust 
your compass headings to compensate 
for the drift. 

Perhaps the best known shallow dive is 
The Airplane, which lies just more than 
100 yards off La Ceiba Hotel’s swimming 
pier. Sunk originally as a prop for a Mexi- 
can disaster film, the overturned twin en-

gine airplane now acts as a backdrop for 
many check-out and night dives. Grunts 
school beneath the wings and around the 
landing gear. Bold sergeant majors rush 
up to meet approaching divers. A spheri- 
cal orange buoy marks the site. Look for 
the floating trail line that extends from the 
orange marker to judge the surface cur- 
rent's direction. 

Just down the main road, 50 yards off- 
shore Casa del Mar hotel, rests a small 
wooden ship nicknamed the Del Mar 
Wreck. Just as on The Airplane, tame 
sergeant majors searching for handouts 


envelop divers. Grunts shyly mill inside 


the decaying hull. Missing wooden slats 
and the sweeping lines of the little wreck 
combine to form great backlit silhouettes. - 
The recommended exit is the same as the 
suggested entry point, the Del Mar Aquat- 
ics boat ramp. 

Closer to the town of San Miguel, liter- 
ally in the backyard of the hacienda style 
Galapago Inn, runs Galapago Reef. 
Scuba Cozumel and the inn continually 
add to their artificial reef project. Among 
the scattered coral heads and manmade 
debris near the seawall, divers find a 
wide assortment of small animals and 
macrophotography subjects. 

For a different shallow dive try Chan- 
canab Park. Admission to the grounds 
gives visitors access to the botanical gar- 
dens, La Laguna Restaurant, restrooms 
and dive sites. What, at first, appears to 
be a landlocked natural pool is actually 
linked to the sea by a maze of narrow 
passages that filter through the porous 
limestone bedrock. In the cove near the 
Caribbean Divers’ dive shop, fish have 
become accustomed to snorkelers and 
divers. Many small caverns pierce the 
shoreline. Often brackish groundwater 
forms a shimmery boundary layer near 
the openings. Schooling silvery minnows 
gather near the mouth of some caves. 
Tarpon may lurk in the shadows. 

For 20 years one reef name has been 
synonymous with Cozumel diving, Palan- 
car. This complex reef system spreads 
over three miles. On the northern portion, 
the drop-off begins around 50 feet, but to 
the south the reef crests near 90 feet. Nu-

Palancar Gardens, on the Palancar 
system's northern end, has many winding 
alleyways and wide overhangs. Look for 
yellow sponges growing from beneath 
the underside of the ledges as well as on 
the reef top. Thin crevices and tunnels 
identify Little Caves. The Horseshoe, 
formed by towering coral heads that 
merge to create a huge bowl, shelters the 
Christ Statue. 

Farther south is Palancar Caves. Like 
Palancar Gardens, Palancar Caves, with 
its deep cuts, crevices and tunnels, is a 
super photography dive. 

Because of the depth, Deep Palancar 
is for truly experienced divers only. The 
impressive wall crests at 90-100 feet. 

Many people feel that Columbia, the 
next major reef system south of Palancar, 
equals Palancar’s impressive topogra- 
phy. Coral plates stack up to form mighty 
pinnacles and ridges. Keep an eye on the 
blue water off Columbia, near the reef top 
around 70-90 feet, to spot schools of 
jacks or large sea turtles.

Only one block away is 
the Neptuno Disco. 

The welcome ambiance of the Galapa- 
go Inn’s hacienda style hotel lends its 
charisma to SCUBA COZUMEL’s opera- 
tion there. The diver-friendly layout of the 
dockside area and the relaxed but pro- 
fessional attitude of the staff make their 
two tank trips enjoyable. 

DEL MAR AQUATICS at Casa del Mar 


may be one of the newest operations on:- 


the island, but the same administration 
and staff have been successfully manag- 
ing the earlier projects, such as La Ceiba 
hotel, for more than a decade. The swift 
monohull flattops depart from the Del Mar 
dock, dive shop and gear storage com- 
plex for two tank trips twice each day. 
FANTASIA DIVERS DE MEXICO, near 
the Maya 2000 discotheque in front of the 
Sol Caribe hotel, is also well known in Lo- 
reto. Fantasia Divers may be a large, re- 
sourceful watersport company, but there 





is nothing impersonal about the manner 
in which its staff relates to guests. 

Like Fantasia Divers, CARLOS SIER- 
RA’S DIVE COZUMEL staff (and his sub- 
sidiary, PALANCAR DIVERS), has been 
diving Cozumel reefs for years. Sierra is, 
at the time of this writing, awaiting deliv- 
ery of his new live-aboard. 

PLAYA MAYA DIVERS designs its pro- 
grams for those who prefer small boat 
operations. Playa Maya Divers’ beach- 
front headquarters is only a 15 minute 
boat ride from Palancar Reef, a five min- 
ute swim from Inner Cardona Reef and a 
short, cheap taxi ride from San Miguel. 

Hotel accommodations on Cozumel 
are as varied as the dive operations. Both 
MAYAN PLAZA and CLUB COZUMEL 
CARIBE stand out on the northern coast. 
if you still have a lot of energy after your 
dive trip, you can windsurf down Mayan 
Plaza’s long beach. Those with slightly 
less adrenaline will enjoy lounging in the 
shade of one of the pa/apas or swimming 
briskly across the freshwater pool for a 
Margarita refill. Club Cozumel Caribe’s 
philosophy is why worry about incidental 
charges? All meals, drinks, sailing and 
even one-half day, two tank dive charters 
are covered in one package price. Wood 
and leather furniture and wide arches ac- 
cent the large bedrooms. With such an 
environment, it is no wonder everyone 
looks content. 


lf you stay at the BAHIA HOTEL or Me- 
son San Miguel, you will be right in the 
middle of all the evenings’ activities. At 
night the streets and courtyards of the 
city come alive with couples and divers 
wandering in and out of the shops, res- 
taurants and discos. All of Bahia Hotel’s 
25 air-conditioned rooms come with ca- 
ble TV, kitchenette and refrigerator. 

MESON SAN MIGUEL stands on the 
north side of the town center. Its quaint 
sidewalk cafe is the perfect place to sit 
and watch the people stroll around the 
town square. 

Just outside of town, along the coastal 
road south of San Miguel, you will find 
the GALAPAGO INN. The 34 room hotel— 
constructed around a courtyard that con- 
tains fountains, a freshwater swimming 
pool, a two story building that houses the 
Fat Grouper restaurant, the Scuba Cozu- 
mel dive shop and a handicrafts shop— 
has developed a loyal following that 
many other hotels admire. After all, who 
wouldn't like a hotel where only a few 
steps away from the dive boats hang 
some inviting hammocks, perfect for 
some serious sunset watching?

Farther south, near the 
Acuario Restaurant, Neptuno Disco- 
theque’s lights and sound system also at- 
tract quite a crowd. In the middle of the 
southern cluster of hotels, opposite Sol 
Caribe, Maya 2000 appeals to the nearby 
resort guests. The sheltered cove next.to 
the Maya 2000 is perfect for cooling 
dance-worn feet. 

There is more to Cozumel’s topside 
scene than shopping, wining and dining. 
Bring your tennis racket and running 
shoes; there are plenty of good tennis 
courts and miles of flat roads. At the Sea- 
horse Ranch you can go horseback rid- 
ing.

It takes a full day to 
fly over and tour both Tulum and Chichen 
Itza. If you're are a little short on time, 
walk through the recently excavated ruins 
at San Gervasio. Head west down the 
cross island highway and watch for signs 
on your left. Six kilometers down the 
bumpy trail you will spot the park. Pick up 
the self-guided tour map and the green 
guide book. 

Yes, there are several good reasons 
why Cozumel is a world class diving des- 
tination: exciting diving, great atmos- 
phere and friendly people.

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Mie divers envision a live- 
aboard as 100 feet long 
or more, carrying 12-18 pas- 
sengers. Famous live-aboards 
such as the Cayman and Be- 
lize Aggressors, /sla Mia in Be- 
lize, Pacific Nomad in Fiji, Tri- 
Star in the Philippines, Thorfinn 
in Truk Lagoon and Coralita in 
Australia are prime examples 
of the new generation of major 
dive cruisers. 

And yet there are circum- 
stances tn which the larger 
live-aboards may not suit your 
needs. A couple traveling with 
children may need more crew 
assistance so they may enjoy 
their own time in the water; 
two couples that include a 
nondiver may want to mix in- 
tense diving with explorations 
ashore; a few individuals may 
want to accent a particular 
type of diving or marine life 
and have the boat and crew 
cater to their specific needs; 
newlyweds may prefer to be 
by themselves. 

The answer in all these 
cases is a smaller live-aboard 
designed for groups of three 
to six and a crew prepared to 
flex with the differing needs of 
each group. There are several 
superb examples of personal- 
ized cruisers for small groups, 
offering diving in some of the 
world’s greatest locales. 

Wonderfully convenient and 
price-effective is the 50 foot 
Aquanaut in the Turks and 
Caicos islands, just south of 
the Bahamas. For three or four 
persons Captain Bob can 
fashion a full-blast dive charter 
or he can break the diving with 
beach picnics or trips to town. 
No two trips are alike, be-— 
Cause each arriving group re- 
quests, in advance, how they 
would like their week to run. 
Captain Bob is then advised, 
so he can offer incoming pas- 
sengers their dream week on 
the beautiful reefs and remote 
beaches of these islands. 

In Baja California, the 50 
foot Elias Mann offers groups 
of three to four the ability to tai- 
lor their diving schedule:

other vessel in the harbor. On its top deck 
was a helicopter—used for sightseeing 
and aerial photography, we learned later.

Jerry, an at- 
torney and live-aboard aficionado, re- 
marked, ‘‘She looks like the Cunard line 
of live-aboard dive vacations!”’ 

When we boarded the ship after clear- 
ing customs and immigration, Captain 
Gerry welcomed us. The other 14 pas- 
sengers had already arrived and we were 
assisted to our staterooms and showed 
where to stow our dive gear in a conven- 
ient area on the lower deck. While | was 
recovering from my first look at my mar- 
velous seagoing suite, | wondered if I'd 
ever see the other passengers again: The 
Aquanaut Explorer is huge, spacious and 
private; if you crave solitude, it’s there. 
The ship has 22 private staterooms, in- 
cluding eight deluxe rooms with queen or 
full sized beds and private or semi-pri- 
vate balconies. It can accommodate 36 
guests—crowding is never allowed. All 
staterooms have private baths and all are 
outside cabins above the waterline; those 
without balconies have picture windows 
or portholes. Housekeeping was immac- 
ulate and the bathroom was stocked with 
fine, fluffy towels. 

| was impressed—very impressed. 
And, |’'d seen nothing yet. 

As the September sun splashed man- 
go wine across the western horizon, an 
eclectic collection of guests gathered at 
the outdoor cafe for the Captain’s Wel- 
come Party. 

Captain Gerry outlined the diving 
schedule and planned itinerary for the 
week, which would include three dives 
daily, plus a night dive for those who 
wanted it, and unlimited diving in be- 
tween, provided we followed the stand- 
ard safety procedures of no-decompres- 
sion diving. 

We had an itinerary planned by a mas- 
ter: seven islands in seven days, begin- 
ning with Norman Island, south of the Sir 
Francis Drake Channel, then north to Jost 
Van Dyke, Guano Island, Great Ca- 
manoe, Virgin Gorda, Dog Island and 
Salt Island. The week’s grand finale was 
the fabled, exclusive Peter Island; we 
would return to Tortola on Thursday and 
depart on Friday. Gerry explained that the 
British Virgins comprise 50 small islands 
and cays, and we'd also be treated to 
stops at uninhabited, dreamy volcanic 
isles with trackless beaches surrounded 
by palm trees “like our visions of the 
south Pacific.’’ Beach picnics, snorkeling 
trips and Crusoe-style antics would all be 
part of the week. 

The itinerary would be flexible, he add- 
ed, but he guaranteed diving every day.

lf the weather changed, so would our 
course, to find a lee and virgin reefs only 
seen by those on a live-aboard or ship 
that could outwit the weather. Hundreds 
of still unexplored dive sites existed in the 
waters around this group of islands. 

Over dinner, served by waiters in the 
outdoor restaurant on the lower deck, 
Gerry joined our table and enjoyed our 
reaction to being served generous por- 
tions—on china, with French crystal for 
water or wine—in a relaxed, naturally air- 
conditioned setting that is surprisingly 
mosquito-free. 

After dinner, Gerry introduced the staff 
and crew of 12, which includes three PA- 
DI/NAUI instructors. They explained the 
easygoing style of diving, while empha- 
sizing the ship’s policy of extremely safe- 
ty-conscious bottom time. Regardless of 
whether we were using decompression 
meters or watches and depth gauges, 
everyone was expected to hang at 10 
feet for five minutes after a dive, unless 
it was very shallow. Since the ship went 
into operation in January, not one day of 
diving has been missed and not one acci- 
dent has occurred—the crew plans to 
maintain that record. 

For the convenience of experienced 


divers, novices would be taken as a sep- 
arate group and photographers would al- 
so be segregated, so they could enjoy 
their dive and not be disturbed. Everyone 
applauded this thoughtful approach. 

The ‘easygoing style’’ means all you 
have to do is carry your gear from the 
storage area to the tenders. These are 
hydraulically lowered when the ship an- 
chors and divers just walk on board. Dive 
sites lie within five to ten minutes from the 
ship. Scuba tanks, of course, are already 
on board. 

A large dry area is provided for under- 
water still and video photographers to 
change film, service their equipment and 
avoid those in wet gear. A complete pho- 
to lab with E-6 processing, film, rental 
camera equipment and accessories com- 
pletes photographers’ needs. The ship 
has 110 volt 60 cycle electricity so 
strobes and-lights can be charged. 

For nondivers, snorkeling lessons are 
available as part of the package price, 
along with windsurfing, and the ship car- 
ries its own sailboards. From the begin- 
ning, however, the staff encourages any- 
one intrigued by scuba to take a resort 
course (an additional $35) or even a full 
certification course ($50). Here, the 
ocean is your classroom and it’s an excit- 
ing alternative to learning in a pool. 

| almost declined the first day’s diving: 
My stateroom was too comfortable. | 
awoke to watch dawn polishing the mag- 


nificent coast of Norman Island, an unin- 
habited gem south of the Sir Francis 
Drake Channel, set in a flat tourmaline 
Caribbean. This idyllic scene was my pri- 
vate mural in the quiet of early morning. 
| could have sat like an old lizard on my 
balcony all day, sipping drinks and soak- 
ing in the remoteness of this splendid 
scene. Every morning that week would 
be like this, only with a different view. 

During our seven days, the thrill of div- 
ing on virgin sites off islands seldom visit- 
ed by man was as intoxicating as the top- 
side view of those volcanic outcroppings 
and their unbelievable beaches and silent 
green hills. The dramatic rock formations, 
such as the Baths at Virgin Gorda, the 
whimsical Indian Head near Norman l|s- 
land and the lizard profile of Guano Island 
were another curiosity. 

The nondivers on our cruise agreed 
that this voyage was as exciting for them 
as it was for those of us who encountered 
such exotic scenes as schools of squid 
off Great Dog Island and giant black coral 
trees near the wreck of the Fearless, 
Cousteau’s Calypso’s sister ship, sunk 
last year as a dive site. 

The variety of diving in the BVI is ideal 
for both novice and experienced divers. 
There is an abundance of marine life and 
dramatic panoramas in shallow water 
and | was surprised at the huge fish pop- 
ulation here. Gerry explained why: There 
are no commercial fisheries in the BVI

and combined with their location between 
the Caribbean Sea and the Atlantic 
Ocean, where currents carry fresh nutri- 
ents through the Sir Francis Drake Chan- 
nel, the BVI provide a healthy and entic- 
ing marine environment for a varied cast 
of creatures. 

There are no walls per se in this under- 
water Disneyworld, but there are spec- 
tacular shallow caves and crevices— 
some reported to be among the longest 
underwater tunnels in the Caribbean. One 
exceptional site is Treasure Caves, off 
Norman Island, where five dive sites with- 
in five minutes of each other provide pho- 
tographers with shots of schools of silver- 
sides, cave walls decorated with macro 
critters and colorful sponges, and deli- 
cate corals. 

Off Salt Island, the legendary Rhone, 
where sequences of he Deep were 
filmed, is the most famous site in the BVI. 
But, there are also wrecks reported in 
these waters that have yet to be discov- 
ered; these waters are far better known 
by yachtsmen and sailors than by divers. 

Hours spent not diving included: cook- 
outs on isolated beaches; walks through 
the periphery of uninhabited cays; snor- 
keling and enjoying hours Crusoe-style 
without any other boats in sight. You 
don't have to dive to enjoy this cruise. 

The ship’s well stocked bar, with its 
happy hour prices, became a popular 
spot for evening story swapping.

are only a few scheduled activities for 
guests: the Sunday night wild hat party 
and Wednesday's Captain’s Dinner, fol- 
lowed by a guest “‘Gong Show.” Both 
proved the wit of my particular group. 

The Aquanaut Explorer's large video 
room allowed us: to view not only the 
group's “home movies’ (ranging from 
aspiring Cousteau silent documentaries 
to Saturday Night Live reef parodies) but 
also a library of VHS movies. Whoever 
slipped The Poseidon Adventure in there 
had my kind of sense of humor. 

By the time we pulled into Road Town 
on Thursday night, there was a hint of 
mutiny on board. We had several new- 
lywets among us—who had taken resort 
courses—and three who had completed 
full certification courses. Champagne 
toasts celebrated their entry into the 
aquatic squad aboard the Aquanaut Ex- 
plorer. They were ready to stay on for 
another week. 

“This has been paradise in paradise. 
I'm spoiled now—the personal attention, 
both on board and in the water, is unlike 
anything I’ve experienced before,’ said 
Pam, an advertising executive from Los 
Angeles, California. Her comment was 
echoed by other group members. 

| was ready to stowaway for the same 
reasons. But, one thing bothered me: the 
service in my stateroom. All week, it 
seemed that my room was tidied and 
towels replaced, almost immediately after 


| left it. It was as if some invisible steward 
were living in my closet. 

I've had service like that before: in the 
Hotel Intercontinental in London and the 
Regent in Sydney. Neither had anything 
to do with diving. The Aquanaut Explorer 
is definitely trying to define “‘luxury”’ in 
new terms in diving. 

The price, $599 per person ($699 for 
deluxe stateroom) for the week, including 
all diving and meals, too, was ridiculously 
low. By the end of the week, almost all 
proclaimed the Aquanaut experience as 
the best diving (and for some, nondiving 
or new diving) vacation they'd had, and 
would pay twice that amount to return.

The photographers saw it as a gag shot 
and had fun with it, which is exactly what 
UNEXSO had in mind in developing the 
Shark Shot concept. 

The Dolphin Experience is a more am- 
bitious project. Ultimately, UNEXSO div- 
ers will be able to swim with live Atlantic 
bottlenose dolphins in the open ocean. At 
present the six dolphins are being trained 
in a special ocean pen adjacent to the 
dive boat docks, but the magic potential 
of being able to predictably swim with 
dolphins in crystalline Bahamas water is 
nearly at hand. Even now it is possible to 
swim with the dolphins or even be in- 
volved in the training program as an as- 
sistant for the day. 

| swam with the dolphins one afternoon 
and found them to be very special ani- 
mals. Of course they were intelligent, 
playful and curious, as |’ve found dol- 
phins everywhere to be. They were very 
gentle as well, in contrast to some of the 
more boisterous and aggressive dolphins 
| have been in the water with. When the 
day comes that these animals are ready 
to swim with divers in the open ocean, | 
want to be there. Of all of the creatures 
of the sea, none inspires more wonder 
and respect than the dolphin. To view 
them at close range in their natural envi- 
ronment is an incredible opportunity. 

In addition to these two new programs, 
UNEXSO, under the direction of manag- 
ing partners John Englander and Barry 
Taylor, is in the midst of substantial reno- 
vation. During my most recent visit, im- 
provements to the facility were apparent 
throughout. The 18 foot deep dive tank 
has been completely refurbished and the 
shallow pool will be the next project. The 
executive offices and computer center 
were being remodeled and a new under- 
water photo and video center had just 
opened. Under the direction of resident 
photo pro Mike Sahlen, the photo center 
is conveniently near the boat docks and 
offers daily E-6 film processing, customer 
light tables for slide editing, 8mm and 
VHS underwater video systems for rent, 
still camera and strobe rental and custom 
video production services. The underwa- 
ter video programs at UNEXSO are espe- 
Cially popular. In fact, management is so 
sure its customers will be happy with their 
rental videos that a full money back guar- 
antee is offered. 

A new boat has also been added to the 
UNEXSO fleet. The Explorer // is a 30 foot 
Island Hopper powered by a Caterpillar 
diesel and is, of course, equipped for div- 
er convenience with tank racks, dive plat- 
form and extended ladders, and spa- 
cious aft dive deck. The Explorer / is a 40 
foot fiberglass V-hull; the Biene is a 42 
foot diesel V-hull; and the Rio Rita is a 27 
footer. All three are available for dive 














charter at the UNEXSO Freeport facility, 
and exceedingly well equipped for diver 
comfort. As discussed in the February 
1987 SKIN DIVER article, UNEXSO also 
offers diving services at the Jack Tar Vil- 
lage at the West End of Grand Bahama. 
The 30 foot diesel powered dive boat 
Easy Diver, moored at that facility, is yet 
another component of the impressive 
UNEXSO dive fleet. 

UNEXSO is not alone in its efforts to im- 
prove services for visiting divers. The 
Holiday Inn nearby has offered dive/ 
lodging packages with UNEXSO for sev- 
eral years and has just embarked on an 
ambitious $15 million facelift to take 
place over the next two years. | found my 
room to be spacious, comfortable and 
tastefully decorated. However, all 505 
air-conditioned rooms will soon be 
redone along with the lobby, shopping ar- 
cade, restaurants and nightclubs. 

Located on one of Freeport’s finest 
white sand beaches, the Holiday Inn is 
but a short walk from the UNEXSO com- 
plex. There are three restaurants on the 
premises, along with three lounges, ten- 
nis courts, a freshwater swimming pool, 
sauna and health studio, game room, 
beauty salon and gift stores. There are 
numerous activities available to the Holl- 
day Inn guests both day and night. During 
the day the beach and poolside are the 
centers of activity with parasailing, snor- 
keling, waterskiing and sportfishing pro- 
viding exciting complements to the more 
sedentary sunbathing pursuits. Gourmet 
dining is available at the Troubadour res- 
taurant and special outdoor poolside buf- 
fets feature international cuisine and live 
entertainment such as a steel band, fire 
dancers, magic show or a Junkanoo pa- 
rade.

most all of the underwater segments. 

Freeport also offers a couple of fasci- 
nating shipwrecks, most notably Theo’s 
Wreck, a 230 foot steel freighter inten- 
tionally sunk as a diver attraction. She 
lies on her port side in 100 feet of water 
near the edge of a drop-off. In just the 
past year Theo's Wreck has gained col- 
orful sponge, coral and gorgonian incrus- 
tation and the fish life has increased dra- 
matically as well. Now there is a large 
school of resident goatfish and horse-eye 
jacks, as well as glass minnows season- 
ally. Barracudas frequent the wreck and 
turtles and eagle rays pass by regularly. 

The wreck of the Jose is not as grand 
in scale as is Theo's, but in the short time 
this tugboat has been on the bottom in 50 
feet of water, she has attracted thou- 
sands of baitfish, and jacks, snappers 
and groupers have become the attendant 
predators. Since the Jose is sunk amid a 
beautiful and interesting coral reef, the 
dive need not be dedicated exclusively to 
wreck exploration. For cave and cavern 
enthusiasts, one of the world’s most 
beautiful U/W systems—Ben’s Cave—is 
scheduled to reopen on a limited basis 
this fall. Long closed to divers by the Ba- 
hamas National Trust in order to protect 
the delicate structures, Ben’s Cave will 
be open for guided dives with groups of 
four people permitted twice a week. 

Given the quality of the lodging at the 
Holiday Inn, the fine dining available in 
Freeport, the excellent wreck and reef 
diving accessible from Freeport and West 
End, the casinos and night life, beautiful 
beaches, and inexpensive and frequent 
air access to the island, Grand Bahama 
has naturally developed as a warm 
weather vacation mecca.

Others 
prefer to search for new dive sites not fre- 
quented by the 20 passenger boats in the 
area. Elias Mann’s clients, in short, have 
plenty of say in how their vacation is op- 
erated to fulfill their wishes. 

In the Red Sea, the wonderful Colona 
llis a perfect example of the personalized 
dive cruiser. With only four to six passen- 
gers aboard, Freddy and Harriet wel- 
come guests as instant family, with deli- 
cious food, a homey atmosphere and 
your own private access to the Red Sea’s 
greatest dive sites.

from sight of land. The beaches are like 
white talcum powder and almost un- 
touched by the foot of man. This is truly 
a paradise for a small group of divers, 
who can combine these pristine islands 
with the golden glories of Bangkok’s tem- 
ples in one glorious adventure.

This is not a live- 
aboard program, but it is so personal and 
thrilling that, for a certain type of diver, it 
may be the most exciting way ever de- 
vised to spend two days. Recently, | 
watched from the cage as Our guides, 
Marty Snyderman and Bob Cranston, 
wore Stainless steel mesh suits to hand- 
feed the sharks. In very clear water this 
is a two-day photo spectacular for those 
who have always wondered about the 
shark cage experience. 

To finish this survey of ‘‘personalized”’ 
dive vacations, | have to mention the ulti- 
mate adventure for up to six divers: The 
great white shark expedition. Divers who 
have shared this adventure are members 
of one of the most exclusive clubs in the 
world. Only six divers per trip get to look 
into the eyes of the ocean's greatest 
predator. Our dive cruiser anchors off 
rocky islands in the trackless wastes of 
ocean between South Australia and Ant- 
arctica. Since 1976 this early February 
adventure has been the adrenaline high 
of my year. 

The common thread among all of these 
incredible experiences is that only three 
to six persons make up a complete de- 
parture.

entral Pacific Divers, on Maui, has 
long had an excellent reputation of 
service oriented charters on spacious 
and comfortable dive boats. CPD’s 
adaptability to market demands and its 
growth has made it one of the largest and 
most diversified operations in the Hawai- 
ian Islands. Owners Pete and Jane Cam- 
bouris have had a 15 year dream of pro- 
viding dive travelers a place to stay that 
would be a departure from the normal 
dive resort. In 1985 they went into part- 
nership with Jim and Lena Patterson and 
the dream became a reality. Under a sep- 
arate corporate structure, with a group of 
mainland investors, the Plantation Inn 
opened September 20 to a full house. 
The inn is the culmination of efforts by 
Jim Patterson, whose determination, vi- 
sion and drive resulted in raising the $2 
million required to build the two story div- 
ers’ resort. ‘‘The Plantation Inn is a new 
concept in dive resorts,’ says Patterson. 
‘‘We haven’t overlooked any details, 
making this not just a place to stay but an 
experience.’ He adds, ‘It’s as if some- 
one, very wealthy, had come to Hawaii in 
1890 and built a mansion. This is what it 
would have looked like. The Plantation is 





absolutely one of a kind.” 

From the first, visitors are immediately 
impressed with the inn’s turn of the centu- 
ry ambiance. The grounds are spread 
over 17,500 square feet, landscaped with 
lush tropical foliage and include a 12 foot 
deep tiled pool, hottub, three bedroom 
cottage and parking. The inn’s spacious 
veranda is accented with hanging plants, 
cushioned wicker furniture and an an- 
tique swing replica. The 1890s are re- 
flected in the antiques and period detail. 

All of the rooms have queen sized 
beds (most are brass), period wallpaper 
and oakstrip flooring. The private baths 
have Victorian pedestal sinks, some have 
chain pull toilets and are accented with 
brass and porcelain fixtures. 

The rooms tastefully blend the old with 
the new, paying attention to luxury, quali- 
ty and comfort. All have central air-condi- 
tioning and remote controlled ceiling 
fans, direct dial telephones, refrigerators, 
and color televisions with cable and re- 
mote control. The inn has VCRs and a se- 
lection of movies guests can use free. 

The second floor Oriental Room has a 
four poster canopy bed. It shares the 
large front lanai with the adjacent two 
roomed Whaling Suite, which has a front 
room with a couch, easy chair and desk. 
The bedroom has a four poster bed, re- 
frigerator and is separated from the front 
by a stained glass divider. Each room 
has individual air-conditioning, ceiling 
fans and private bath entrances. 

One of the inn’s major coups was get- 
ting Gerard’s Restaurant as its first occu- 
pant. Rated as one of Hawaii's ten best, 
Gerard’s award winning cuisine and am- 
biance have earned it international recog- 
nition. The restaurant can seat up to 76 
patrons outside on the veranda and patio 
or inside the hotel. Guests are provided 
breakfast with their rooms and may pur- 
chase a dinner plan at Gerard's at very 
favorable prices. 

The exquisite accommodations and 
cuisine may appear to price most travel- 
ers out of the market, but the Plantation 
Inn is very competitive with West Maui's 
average room rates of $138.95 per day. 
The inn’s seven deluxe rooms are $95 
per day; the Oriental Room is $109 per 
day; and the Whaling Suite is $129 per 
day. All the rooms can accommodate sin-

gles to families of four (no children under 
10 years of age). 

The dinner option is $15 per person 
per day and appetizers are included. Car 
rental packages from National are avail- 
able through the hotel at wholesale rates. 
A standard car is $14 per day or $79 per 
week and an automatic, with air-condi- 
tioning, is $18 per day or $99 per week. 

A poolside three bedroom cottage is 
equipped with a full kitchen, front room 
and bath. It is ideal for couples with chil- 
dren or three couples. (Although children 
under 10 are not allowed in the Plantation 
Inn rooms, there is no age restriction for 
families staying in the cottage.) The daily 
rate is $140, not including meals. 

The inn provides guests free use of 
beach towels and snorkeling gear. To 
make more space in the rooms and main- 
tain their plush decor, outside lockers are 
provided for guests’ dive gear. Central 
Pacific Divers will take customers’ gear to 
their boats at the town harbor. 

Pete Cambouris recently replaced

foot Delta, Alaskan. Its spacious cabin 
and deck area can comfortably transport 
16 divers on the interisland charters to 
Molokini Crater or Lanai. The 43 foot 
Zephyrus handles 14 divers easily, pro- 
viding CPD a formidable diver fleet. 

Service and safety continue to be the 
keystone to running CPD’s charters. Cus- 
tomers are treated to a continental break- 
fast when checking in aboard the boats 
and briefed on the day’s activities. After 
getting underway, they are interviewed 
for background and buddy information. A 
predive brief is given, the staff helps cus- 
tomers into their gear and changes all of 
the equipment over to fresh tanks be- 
tween dives. Central Pacific Diver's staff 
runs guided U/W tours to point out famil- 
iar marine residents and help divers meet 
the critters one-on-one. Customers wish- 
ing to dive at their own pace with their 
buddies may do so. CPD makes an effort 
to not repeat dive sites for return guests. 

A freshwater shower and rinse bucket 
are available after the dives. Both the two 
and three tank customers are provided a 
buffet style lunch after the second dive; 
cold beverages are provided after the 
last dive.

he summer of 1987 will be remem- 

bered as a time of environmental ca- 
lamities along the New Jersey coast. 
Nearly 200 tons of hospital waste, schea- 
uled for incineration in Canada, found its 
way into the Atlantic Ocean and then onto 
New Jersey beaches. Sewage and gar- 
bage pollution produced high coliform 
counts, which caused occasional ocean 
beach closings and constant bayfront 
beach closings. Revenue loss was in the 
millions of dollars as tourists canceled 
plans to vacation at beachside resorts. 
Public outrage grew and nearly every 
New Jersey legislator participated in the 
introduction of bills to combat ocean pol- 
lution. And, if all this was not enough, the 
late summer brought a new disaster—dy- 
ing bottlenose dolphins. 

During the months of July, August and 
September, more than 80 dead bott- 
lenose dolphins were recovered from At- 
lantic waters off the New Jersey coast. 
The dolphins were taken to the Marine 
Mammal Stranding Center in Brigantine, 
New Jersey where they were autopsied. 
The tissue and blood samples from the 
postmortem examinations were for- 
warded to Dr. William Medway at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania for analysis. Initial 
studies were hampered by a lack of fund- 
ing at the stranding center.

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DOLPHIN DEATHS 


The Marine Mammal Stranding Center, 
a private non-profit organization, was in- 
corporated in 1978 by Robert Schoelkopf 
and his wife, Shiela Dean. It is fully li- 
censed by the state and federal govern- 
ment to rescue, rehabilitate and release 
stranded or distressed marine mammals. 
The center exists through donations, 
memberships, shirt sales, fundraisers 
and grants from private sources. The 
high cost of tissue and blood analysis, 
nearly $10,000 for ten bottlenose dol- 
phins, quickly depleted the center’s bank 
account and many of the dead animals 
could not be tested. It was not until early 
September that the state government re- 
acted and initiated legislation to provide 
a $95,000 grant to the center to cover the 
cost of this testing. 

New Jersey was not the only area 
affected by these deaths. More than 220 
dead bottlenose dolphins washed up in 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, the Caroli- 
nas and Georgia. To aid in the investiga- 
tion of the dolphin deaths, a group of ma- 
rine specialists was gathered by NOAA 
(the National Oceanographic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration) and headquar- 
tered in Virginia Beach, Virginia. This fed- 
erally funded group recovered dead dol- 
phins, performed necropsies and for- 
warded tissue and blood samples to a 
federal veterinary lab in Ames, lowa. 

According to Bob Schoelkopf of the 
Marine Mammal Stranding Center, all of 
the dolphins that were recovered had the 
Same symptoms: fluid in the lungs and a 
prevalence of infection. In 90 percent of 
the animals, lesions and deterioration of 
the skin were present. The symptoms led 
marine pathologists to believe the dol- 
phins died from a bacterial infection, but 
it wasn't known why the immune system 
of the dolphins, a normally hardy species, 
didn't fight off the infection. 

The initial discovery in the case came 
from the laboratory in Ames, lowa, where 
the strain of bacterium was identified as 
Vibrio, which is very common in Atlantic 
waters. More research had to be con- 
ducted to determine whether pollution or 
a virus broke down the immune systems 
and allowed the bacteria to flourish. The 
head of the investigating team at Virginia 
Beach, Dr. Joseph R. Geraci of the Ontar- 
io Veterinary College, said a virus is the 
likely culprit because dolphins had been 
the only species affected by the illness 
and they displayed mouth ulcers that are 
a sign of viral problems. 

During the Labor Day weekend, Bob 
Schoelkopf reported that Dr. Medway 
had isolated a pox, similar to chicken pox 
in humans. This dolphin pox causes a 
blistering of the skin that allows Vibrio 
bacteria to enter to a point where the dol-

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Vlaravila Yields lreasure

meralds, one almost as large as a 

golf ball, have been brought up from 
the wreck of Nuestra Senora de la 
Maravilla, lost in the Bahamas January 4, 
1656. The 100.85 carat emerald, 43 
smaller emeralds, numerous amethysts 
and other artifacts were found in July by 
divers aboard the R/V Beacon, owned by 
Maritime Archaeological Recovery Limit- 
ed (MAR). On two other trips since then, 
300 to 500 coins, silver cup handles, 
shards of Ming Dynasty porcelain and 
various articles of weaponry have been 
found. The salvagers also discovered two 
other wrecks in the area. One of these, 
Known only as The Brass, Granite and 
Marble Ship, dates from the early 1900s. 
Hull plates of the other, thought to be a 
warship, are dated 1880. As we went to 
press in October, the year’s final trip was 
being planned, weather permitting, for 
November. 

MAR’s salvage vessel, the 120 foot 
Beacon, \s outfitted with modern search 
and recovery equipment. She carries 20 
divers and technicians and has an exten- 
sive maritime history library. 

MAR, owned by Herbert Humphreys, 
Jr., has been bringing up treasure—worth 
more than $4 million so far—from the 
Maravilla since last year. Twenty-five per- 
cent of the recovered treasure goes to 
the Bahamian government, MAR keeps 
the rest. Some of the artifacts are on dis- 
play at the Cayman Maritime Treasure 
Museum on Grand Cayman Island, where 
Humphreys owns a hotel. 

A 150 foot, three-masted Spanish gal- 
leon, the Maravilla had 650 people and 
treasure—valued at $1.6 billion today— 
aboard. It was on its way from Havana to 
Spain when, on a moonless night, it col- 
lided with another of the 17 vessels in its 
flotilla. The collision broke the ship in two 
and the halves are believed to have sunk 
in separate areas. As the wounded ves-

sel careened about in its death throes, its 
treasure was scattered over an estimated 
209 square miles. 

Although the ship went down in only 30 
feet of water, it was quickly covered with 
sand. It is thought to lie under 8 to 15 feet 
of sand and mud today. The Spanish 
tried to slavage the Maravilla soon after 
she sank but succeeded only in breaking 
her apart with their grappling hooks. An 
English adventurer located the wreck 50 
years later but he, too, was unable to re- 
cover any of the treasure. Sir Robert 
Marx found and worked the wreck in the 
1970s, salvaging part of it. 

The Maravilla site is divable only a few 
months of the year, owing to turbulent 
waters and unpredictable weather. Be- 
sides the artifacts already mentioned, 
MAR has recovered battle axes, cannon 
balls, pottery and silverware. One of the 
most sought after treasures is a solid 
gold, life-size statute of the Madonna and 
child, the weight of which would be about 
1,200 pounds. Such a statue was secret- 
ly commissioned by King Phillip IV. He 
had told the Maravilla’s captain he want- 
ed to bring it back to Spain and that, for 
security reasons, no one was to know 
about it. The statue was not specifically 
listed on the ship’s manifest, but knowl- 
edgeable sources expect it was part of 
the cargo listed simply as sacred and/or 
virgin images. 

A trail of artifacts led Mel Fisher's sal- 
vage team to the mother lode of the Afo- 
cha. (It took 17 years!) Humphreys and 
MAR’s marine archaeologist, Daniel Ko- 
ski-Karell are hoping they have found a 
similar trail—one that will lead them to the 
Maravilla’s mother lode. »#

W°: are presently experiencing an ep- 
idemic of a new disease. It is sur- 


prising, and at the same time fascinating, 
that an entirely new disease can develop 
that defies treatment in this era of high- 
tech medicine. 

The disease is called the Acquired |m- 
munodeficiency Syndrome and is known 
to all of us as AIDS. It is caused by a new 
virus called HTLV III, which appears to 
have evolved from a virus present in the 
monkey population of Central Africa. 
somehow, this virus infected humans, 
and at the same time, changed its nature 
so that it infects cells of the immune sys- 
tem necessary for protection against in- 
fection. The virus kills immune cells 
called T-helper lymphocytes. These are 
the control cells of the immune system, 


telling other immune cells when to attack 
foreign organisms that cause infection. 
When the helper cells are gone, the im- 
mune system functions improperly and 
the infected person cannot combat cer- 
tain kinds of infection that eventually 
prove fatal. 

The first case of AIDS in the United 
States was diagnosed in 1970. As of mid- 
1986, there were more than 20,000 
cases reported. Some scientists feel that 
for each active case, there are 50-100 
carriers who do not have active disease, 
but are infected with the virus. It is the 
fate of these carriers that is unknown. 
Clearly, there are many people carrying 
the virus who have no evidence of illness. 
We do noi yet know if all or only a small 
proportion of them will eventually get

AIDS. Of more concern is the problem of 
a carrier spreading the virus to others. 
Although the AIDS virus was initially 
found in the homosexual population, it is 
now clear that it soreads from any type of 
sexual contact—it is a venereal disease. 
Because of this transmission trait, the 
likelihood of becoming infected increases 
with the degree of promiscuity. The more 
sexual partners you have, the higher your 
risk of AIDS infection. There are several 
other ways to become infected. Using a 
needle contaminated by an AIDS carrier 
will transmit the disease. This is a com- 
mon problem in drug addicts and in spite 
of this danger, many addicts continue to 
share needles. Blood contact can spread 
the disease. Before 1985, people who 
had frequent blood transfusions were at

risk. Now, there is a test that screens all 
blood for the AIDS virus. Any person 
whose blood tests positive for AIDS isn't 
accepted as a donor and any blood that 
tests positive is rejected. 

The virus has been found in urine, sali- 
va and tears. However, there is no docu- 
mented case of AIDS being transmitted 
by these fluids. The virus is very fragile 
and cannot survive outside of the body. 
There has been no known spread from 
sharing the same food, eating with the 
same utensils, drinking from the same 
glass, breathing the same air, sharing 
towels or even sharing razors. Direct 
blood contact by transfusion or contami- 
nated shared needles or sexual contact 
are the only means of spread known at 
present. There have been several cases 
in health care workers who were stuck 
with contaminated needles used by AIDS 
patients. Contact with contaminated 
blood is dangerous if there is a break in 
the skin that will let the virus in. 

For the patient with active AIDS and its 
associated infections diving is not recom- 
mended because physical exertion is 
usually poorly tolerated. The infections 
often involve the lungs and would make 
diving difficult because of compromised 
lung function as well. Even those treated 
with the drug AZT, which slows the pro- 
gression of the disease, are usually not 
healthy enough to undertake diving. 
‘Healthy carriers, however, should not 
have any problems. If you Know that you 
are a carrier, a good practice would be 
to use only your own equipment. This has 
little to do with spreading the disease, but 
your colleagues will be less concerned if 
they do not have to share your equip- 
ment. At present, there is no contraindi- 
cation to diving for AIDS virus carriers. 

Preventing the spread of AIDS is, in 
theory, very easy. Avoiding sexual con- 
tact with many partners, minimizing 
promiscuity and knowing your partner's 
sexual habits are essential, but not pres- 
ently practiced. Refusing to share nee- 
dles with another drug addict will also re- 
duce risk, but if you are injecting drugs, 
you shouldn’t be diving. If you are a 
health care worker involved in the han- 
dling of contaminated blood specimens, 
you should wear gloves and follow con- 
taminated blood precautions. 

Based on the data now available, there 
is essentially no risk for infection from ca- 
sual contact. Thus, no special precau- 
tions are needed for use of masks or reg- 
ulators. The virus cannot survive in the 
aquatic environment and even sharing of 
eating utensils has not resulted in infec- 
tion. For those using rental equipment, 
the care of regulators should be based 
on bacterial and fungal infection precau- 
tions. Thus, washing a rental regulator in 
a soapy solution is important, it will clear 
the regulator of bacteria or fungi that can 
spread infection. This same procedure 
will suffice to prevent spread of the AIDS 
virus, although it would not survive even 
if no disinfectant were used. Some peo-

hank goodness diving’s macho image is fading! This 

is happening just in time to save the backs of all those 
divers who are beginning to notice that, as they grow old- 
er, their gear grows heavier. | am a member of two dive 
clubs and, in the past four years, have noticed a prolifera- 
tion of ‘‘wheelies”’ for dive gear. When the dive boat docks 
at the end of the day there’s even a minor traffic jam as 
divers jockey for wheelie parking spaces that will result in 
the shortest distance between cart and gear. 

Underwater Design Technology, Inc. (UDT) was one of 
the first companies to put wheels on gear bags. It intro- 
duced the Buddy Bag System in 1984. A year ago | wrote 
an article on the Buddy System II, the smaller version of 
the first Buddy Bag. Now UDT has introduced three more 
wheel systems, two for tanks and one for coolers. 

The Tank Buddy is simply a set of wheels on a metal ax-

This is a special direct to the diver offer. 
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le that has a plastic cradle shaped to fit 
a tank. A nylon webbing strap runs 
through the cradle. It has a plastic/stain- 
less steel buckle and secures the tank to 
the cradle. A nylon rope with a PVC han- 
dle loops around the valve so you can 
pull the tank behind you. There is both a 
Single Tank Buddy and a Double Tank 
Buddy. This latter merely has a longer ax- 
le with two cradles and two loop handles. 
It is important to make sure the strap 
holds the tank securely and that the tank 
(or tanks) is balanced properly. The Sin- 
gle Tank Buddy worked best with my 
steel ’72 when the wheels were just 
above the boot. 

The Cooler Tote uses the same set of 
rubber wheels found on the Buddy Bag, 
the Buddy System || and the two Tank 
Buddies. It simply has a longer axle and 
a two piece vinyl housing that keeps the 
cooler from slipping. A nylon webbing 
belt with a plastic buckle holds the cooler 
in place. After positioning the cooler on 
the axle and adjusting the vinyl housing 
so it is about one inch wider than the bot- 
tom of the cooler, cinch the strap tight. 
Then loop the handle through a cooler 
handle and the tote is ready to go. Again, 
make sure the cooler is well balanced. 

All of UDT’s wheel systems are light 
weight and easy to assemble and disas- 
semble. The wheels are held on the axles 
by spring clips and, once apart, the sys- 
tems would be easy to pack for any type 
of travel. The Single Tank Buddy sells for 
$29.64; the Double Tank Buddy is 
$34.68; and the Cooler Tote is $47.70. 
You can also buy the wheels with an as- 
sortment of the axles, straps, housings 
and cradles that suit your special needs. 
These are priced according the number 
and type of components purchased.

The electronics are in the other end of the 
case, completely encased in potting 
compound. If water should ever get in the 
case, only the batteries and possibly their 
connecting wires could suffer any dam- 
age. The electronics are well protected. 

The silicone mouth mask attaches to 
your regulator in place of the mouthpiece.

forming all its usual functions, including 
purging if necessary. 

The Buddy Phone’s earpiece is in op- 
eration whenever the device is sub- 
merged. On a two and one-half foot cord, 
it allows you to speak directly to another 
diver. You or your buddy can hold it to 
his/her ear. When not using the ear- 
phone, you can put it in a BC pocket. 

The Buddy Phone’s underwater speak- 
er can be held in the hand or clipped to 
a BC strap. It is activated when you touch 
a certain screw on the electronics case 
underwater. Through the speaker, you 
can talk to more than one person at a 
time or to a single diver without being en- 
Cumbered by a wire. 

The Buddy Phone is designed for cer- 
tain limited applications, and the people 
at Ocean Technology Systems are up 
front about its use: The earphone offers 
the sharpest communication. The under- 
water speaker is intended for use fairly 
close. While it can be heard clearly in a 
pool at a distance of 20+ feet, in open 
water the sound dissipates and the listen- 
er would probably have to be much clos- 
er than that. A neoprene hood will cut the 
sound heard by about 50 percent. While 
your listener is exhaling, the sound of 
his/her bubbles will drown out the sound 
from the speaker. If you’re speaking to a 
group of divers, you'll have to signal them 
when to inhale and say your piece during 
that time. Also, whether using the ear- 
phone or speaker, you'll have to enunci- 
ate carefully. 

| found the head strap didn’t need to be 
very tight. The slight positive pressure 
from the regulator seemed to keep water 
out. However, the strap should be placed 
high on the back of the head or the mouth 
chamber will pull down. Place the Buddy 
Phone's mask on your head first, then 
your facemask. Then pull the top of the 
mouth chamber away from the face so 
the facemask makes the primary seal. 

When used as intended, the Buddy 
Phone performs well. It definitely feels 
strange at first, and takes a little practice 
to operate properly. But, for an instructor 
working with a group of divers in a pool 
or in open water under controlled condi- 
tions, or for an underwater photographer 
who needs to communicate to a model, 
it might just be the ticket. (Make sure you 
can get close to your camera’s viewfind- 
er when wearing the mask.) 

The Buddy Phone retails for $350 and 
it and a variety of other underwater com- 
munication gear is available from Ocean 
Technology Systems.

most of them. In 1972 Icorn wrote pio- 
neering works for diver education with his 
series of /nstructor Training Manuals for 
PADI. In addition, he wrote the first formal 
set of operating standards for a national 
training organization, the PAD/ Standards 
and Procedures Manual. In 1974 he de- 
veloped the Instructor Training Course 
(ITC) concept—a method where instruc- 
tor candidates were tested and trained in 
a step-by-step manner. He further devel- 
oped the Training Facility Program for 
dive school operations and diver special- 
ty courses culminating in the Master Div- 
er Award. 

lcorn’s writings include many articles 
on various aspects of diver training such 
as: emergency ascents, technical as- 
pects of scuba equipment, equipment 
maintenance, legal aspects of diving in- 
struction, the history of diving and more. 
He founded the National Scuba Training 
Council during the diving field’s legisla- 
tive crisis in 1974 and has served on the 
American National Standards Institute 
(ANSI) committee in relation to scuba in- 
structor and diver training criteria and on 
equipment standards. 

lcorn continues to lecture around the 
world on the technical aspects of diving 
equipment and its evolution. 

John H. Perry/Distinguished Ser- 
vice: John H. Perry, Jr. invented and de- 
veloped the Perry Submarine (a small, 
manned vehicle) and other underwater 
vehicles and equipment used around the 
world. In cooperation with Edwin A. Link, 
he designed and built Deep Diver, the 
first commercial submarine with the ca- 
pability of taking divers down and locking 
them in and out while on the ocean floor. 
He built the Hydro-Lab underwater habi- 
tat—which was placed on the ocean floor 
off Grand Bahama and was the nucleus 
of a long range scientific, educational 
and medical research program. He Is the 
former president and chairman of Perry 
Publications, Inc., which, until 1969, op- 
erated a number of Florida newspapers 
and magazines. 

Perry is chairman of two Florida cor- 
porations headquartered in Riviera 
Beach: Perry Oceanographics, Inc. and 
Perry Offshore, Inc. Perry Oceanograph- 
ics is currently engaged in research and 
development of solar hydrogen energy 
as well as a program seeking to develop 
food production from the ocean. Perry 
Offshore, Inc., formerly Perry Submarine 
Builders, is now concentrating on remote 
controlled underwater vehicles and man- 
ufacture of one atmosphere bells capable 
of depths to 3,000 feet. 

Through his membership on various 
marine science related committees and 
councils, Perry has helped direct the pru- 
dent utilization of U.S. ocean resources, 
especially in Florida. >

has presented its finders with a nag- 
ging problem.

The $1.8 million expedition was a joint 
undertaking of the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration, the United 
States Navy, the Smithsonian Institution 
and the National Parks Department. Dail 
Brown, NOAA's expedition leader, said: 
“Our main objective was to determine the 
physical condition of the Monitor and find 
out whether all or part of the wreck 
should be raised. | can assure the Ameri- 
can public that no action will be taken that 
might harm the remains of this historic 
ship. As our studies evolve, we will be in 
a position to determine the best course of 
action to preserve this important piece of 
our heritage.’ 

Craig Mullen, president of Eastport In- 
ternational, said: ‘“‘The general consen- 
sus is the Monitor is in worse shape than 
anticipated. The long term prognosis isn't 
good. If the decision is made to do some- 
thing with the vessel, it will have to be 
done within the next few years. Other- 
wise, it will dissolve and crumble ....”’ 

Preliminary data already shows that 
some sections of the Monitor are deterio- 
rating rapidly.

Saltwater hasn't been the only enemy 
of the Monitor. During World War II, when 
German submarines were devastating 
American shipping in this Graveyard of 
the Atlantic, navy ships depth-charged 
anything that hinted of a U-boat on their 
sonar detectors. Two depth charges 
scored direct hits, hurling the Civil War 
wreck’s hull plates and beams asunder. 
She had already taken her share of pun- 
ishment in the battle against the Merri- 
mack in March 1862. More than 20 hits 
by Confederate shells, some of which left 
dents as deep as four inches, have been 
counted in the Monitor's turret armor. To 
make matters worse, the vessel is upside

down, resting on the displaced turret. 
More than half of the existing structure is 
being supported by the turret. 

Ernest Peterkin, a retired naval officer 
from Camp Springs, Maryland was the 
chief technical expert on the history of the 
Monitor and director of Deep Drone’s 
photographic mission. A leading historian 
and scientist, he visited the Monitor site 
aboard the Johnson Sea Link submers- 
ible years ago when the ironclad was first 
explored. He recently plotted approxi- 
mately 200 places where pictures were 
taken to show structural details. From this 
mosaic he makes engineering assess- 
ments of the extent of corrosion and dan- 
ger to movement of various components 
of the vessel. The same pictures might al- 
so solve some mysteries. 

‘One mystery,’’ Peterkin said, ‘‘is the 
fact that armor is still attached to the 
sides of the hull. The armor was fastened 











to wood planking that sheathed the hull 
and that wood is pretty much gone by 
now. We can only speculate what’s hold- 
ing the armor in place.”’ 

In preparation for the expedition, Peter- 
kin compiled a catalogue as thick as a 
New York telephone directory of the ma- 
chinery, stores, ammunition and equip- 
ment believed to have been in the Moni- 
tors 117 compartments when the ship 
sank. The project required an extensive 
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search of old contracts, navy records, 
drawings and letters from crew members 
to relatives. Everything from paint 
brushes to soap dishes is included. Ar- 
" chaeologists are hoping that sooner or 
: later most of the thousands of items in the 
catalogue will turn up on the ocean floor. 
Although the robot could have brought up 
many artifacts, it left everything on the 
bottom untouched. 

‘‘As we study our photographs,’ Peter- 
kin said, ‘‘we log the exact spot where 
each artifact lies. This may help us identi- 
fy the function of many of the Monitor's 
compartments. *’ 

The Monitor was the technological 
wonder of her day and her innovations 
greatly influenced future warship con- 
struction. She became the prototype of 
the modern battleship. Among the 40 in- 
ventions that could have been patented 
had she not sunk were flush toilets, a

screw propeller, forced-air ventilation, a 
hidden anchor and a revolving turret. The 
turret, mounted on a flat deck, gave the 
ship her ‘“‘cheesebox on a raft’ nick- 
name. Made from thick armor plating, the 
rotary box permitted the guns to shift aim 
while the ship remained on course. 

The famed battle—called Monitor ver- 
sus Merrimack in most history books— 
took place off Hampton Roads, Virginia, 
March 9, 1862. The Confederate vessel 
was actually the CSS Virginia; the original 
Merrimack burned and sank, but was 
raised, rebuilt and rechristened. Union 





citizens were hysterical, fearing the Con- 
federate ironclad Merrimack might steam 
up the Potomac River and bombard the 
Capitol. She was already methodically 
destroying the wooden federal fleet, ship 
by ship. 

In desperation, the Monitor was built 
hurriedly. Upon completion, people won- 
dered if the Navy Department had gone 
mad spending money on such an uncon- 
ventional design. They feared she could 
not possibly carry the weight of iron that 
designer John Ericsson had placed on 
her. Some called the ship ‘“‘Ericsson’s 
Folly’’ and were sure such a small vessel 
carrying only two guns would be slaugh- 
tered by the ten gun Merrimack. 

The rest is history. Shot and shell rico- 
cheted off both armored vessels as they 
blazed away—often at point-blank 
range—in a four hour shootout that ended 
in a draw. The battle ended the era of 
wooden warships. The Union immediate- 
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ly ordered the construction of 31 more 
iron vessels, introducing a new age of na- 
val warfare. 

A few months after the battle, Confed- 
erate sailors destroyed the Merrimack to 
prevent it from being captured by federal 
troops that had seized Norfolk. The Moni- 
tor met her sad end a little more than nine 
months after the historic battle. Four days 
after Christmas in 1862, the union side- 
wheeler Rhode /sland was towing the 
Monitor to Beaufort, North Carolina to 
strengthen the naval phase of a com- 
bined land and sea attack on Wilmington. 
Seas were calm until sunrise, December 
30, when strong winds kicked up, threat- 
ening gale conditions. By nightfall, in 
choppy, rampant swells, the Rhode /s- 
land lost control of the Monitor. 

Three seaman volunteered to go for- 
ward to cut the towline. Two were 
washed off the deck and drowned while 
the third succeeded in parting the line. As 


the Monitor's anchor was dropped, the 


chain ripped the watertight packing out of

the hawsepipe, leaving an eight-inch hole 
for water to pour through. It gushed into 
the engine room and doused the fires. 
Without steam, the pumps stopped and 
the 173 foot long warship started to 
founder. The decks, with a low, two-foot 
freeboard, were awash. A black cat 
wailed from inside a Dahlgren gun where 
seaman Francis Butts had put it to keep 
it alive as long as possible. One of the 
survivors, paymaster William Keeler, later 
wrote: ‘The scene aboard our dying iron- 
clad appalled the boldest heart. Moun- 
tains of water rushed across our deck. 
The small rescue boats were mere play- 
things crashing against our sides amidst 
the foamy billows. The ghastly glare of 
the blue lights burning on our consort 
fashioned a panorama of horror that time 
will never erase from my memory.” 

The captain ordered his men to aban- 
don ship. The crew forfeited their belong- 
ings to waist-deep water below decks

and lowered the last rowboat, which was 
too small to carry everybody who re- 
mained. With a promise to return, some 
of the crew started a lengthy journey to- 
ward the Ahode /sland, separated from 
the Monitor by more than a mile of 
churning water. When the boat finally 
reached the rescue ship, the men scram- 
bled aboard. 

Struggling through raging seas, sea- 
man Rodney Brown headed back to the 
ironclad. Three-fourths of the way back to 
the foundering vessel, he watched help- 
lessly as the distress lanterns vanished 
beneath the waves. The Monitor, with a 
loss of 11 men, sank early in the morning 
of New Year’s Eve, 1862. 

Not long after the shouts of men faded 
into the stormy night, a new controversy 
arose. How dare the navy lose its famous 
ironclad at sea? Was it owing to poor 
seamanship? Or was it a flaw in her de- 
sign? Why was it the ironclad Passaic, 
built right after the Monitor, survived the 
very same storm? Was it true the Monitor 
was basically a river and harbor craft, in- 
tended for blockading southern ports and 
not designed to sait the open sea under 
her own steam? Were her decks nearly 
awash under the best of conditions be- 
cause of her low freeboard? 

The Monitor seems to have raised 
questions and captured people’s imagi- 
nations, perhaps more than any other 
American warship. This was true at the 
time of her sinking and is even more so 
now. Everybody realizes that something 
truly dramatic happened. Not only did the 
Monitor prevent the south from destroy- 
ing the Union fleet, but it hastened the 
collapse of a southern offensive while 
demonstrating that something revolution- 
ary was happening in iron ships. 

Meanwhile, the whole world will be 
watching to see how the United States 
handles research and preservation of the 
prized Monitor. Poorly planned salvage 
missions have raised other Civil War 
wrecks from the water, only to have them 
tear apart from the strain. 

Dane Konop, spokesman for the expe- 
dition, said: ‘‘We’re trying to set a stana- 
ard for marine archaeology. When other 
people find a wreck, we want them to 
say, What did they do in the Monitor proj- 
ect?’’ The general consensus of expedi- 
tion leaders points to an unlikely salvage 
of the entire Monitor, but recovery of 
some of its components might be a prac- 
tical objective. >t.

that repeat business.... | think it’s that 
added touch of service that keeps people 
coming back.”’ 

stevens brings not only a service-ori- 
ented attitude to the business, but also 
the experience of a lifetime of diving in 
Key West. He and Captain Joe Seaborne 
Know the reefs intimately enough to point 
out and describe individual coral heads. 

The reefs visited on the regular trips 
are Sambo’s, Eastern Dry Rocks, Sand 
Key, Rock Key and Western Dry Rocks. 
These are typical spur and groove forma- 
tions as deep as 30 feet. They are similar 
to the bank reefs in Key Largo’s Penne- 
kamp Park. While Key West has not ben-

is in Key Largo. The reason that people 
drive those few extra miles is for what 
you can do after you dive.’’ There is such 
a myriad of historical sites, attractions 
and activities in Key West it would be im- 
possible to list them all. Some of the 
more popular are the Key West Aquari- 
um, Mel Fisher’s Treasure Museum, the 
Conch Train, Ernest Hemingway’s home, 
the Wrecker’s Museum, the Wharf Dol- 
phin Show, the glassbottom boat, fishing 
charters, sailing and windsurfing, shop- 
ping on Duval Street (second only to 
Bourbon Street in selection of T-shirts of 
questionable taste) and the obligatory 
sunset at Mallory Square with jugglers, 
magicians, musicians, acrobats and 
fools!

phin cannot fight off the infection and suc- 
cumbs to it. The origination of this dolphin 
pox remains unknown. 

The number of dead dolphins is stag- 
gering when compared to the normal re- 
covery of two or three dead dolphins dur- 
ing a typical summer season. And, if the 
reports from the stranding center are cor- 
rect, these dead dolphins only represent 
about one-third of the number that actual- 
ly have died. The remainder were carried 
farther out to sea or became part of the 
food chain. The population of the bott- 
lenose dolphins along the East Coast is 
very difficult to determine, but it is esti- 
mated there are nearly 9,000 ranging 
from Canada to North Carolina during the 
warm months. If the one-third theory 
holds true, more than ten percent of the 
bottlenose dolphin population perished 
from dolphin pox in three months. 

By now colder waters should have initi- 
ated the dolphins migration to warmer 
waters. As they approach their winter 
home, it is hoped they will not infect even 
larger schools of animals. 

lf this dilemma had been caused by 
pollution, combative measures could 
have been implemented. Unfortunately, 
the viral infection may present an untreat- 
able situation. Scientists hope that the ep- 
idemic will run its Course and end as 
quickly as it surfaced. >

\AU! College 


AN INSTRUCTOR TRAINING PROGRAM 
WITH A PERSONAL TOUCH

hen you arrive in Laguna Niguel, don’t ask the 
guy at the corner gas station for directions to 
NAUI college. Unless he’s taken a course at the col- 
lege, he probably won't know where it is. And, if he’d 
taken a course there, he wouldn't be working at the 
gas station—he'd most likely be enjoying a rewarding 
career in sport diving. 

NAUI College is not a large institution. In fact, its 
physical facilities, although modern and comfortable, 
are the least of its assets. People are what NAUI Col- 
lege is all about: Students, staff and former graduates 
create a network of bright, involved, caring—and, of 
course, well trained—sport diving professionals. The 
personal touch is a hallmark. As Jim Hicks, NAUI Col- 
lege president, indicated: What sets NAUI College 
apart is the quality of staff members, the quality of the 
educational program and the quality of pre and post 
course services. 

Primarily, NAUI College trains scuba instructors. It 
does so under the auspices of the National Associa- 
tion of Underwater Instructors, although it is a sepa- 
rate entity. The college occupies suites of rooms on 
two floors of a modest commercial office building. 
Pool work is done at a San Clemente City pool just 
minutes away. 

Through its Laguna Niguel facility and extension 
courses around the world, NAUI College trained ap- 
proximately 40 percent of the new instructors certified 
by NAUI this year. International certifications were up 
100 percent over last year, and the number of gradu-

ates of the college’s Professional Instruc- 
tor Course increased nearly 45 percent. 

These statistics indicate students are 
finding what they need at NAUI College to 
give them a good start in a career in sport 
diving. However, these numbers might be 
misleading. NAUI College is not an in- 
structor mill. There’s no ‘‘college’’ atmos- 
phere, either. In my visits there, I’ve found 
small groups of bright people being qui- 
etly molded by dedicated professionals 
into dedicated professionals. It’s no se- 
cret the college seeks successful, goal- 
oriented individuals to become students. 

Typically, NAUI College classes run 
three to six students per instructor, al- 
though this isn't a fixed ratio. Students at 
the college can't help but get to know 
each other and the college staff. 

NAUI College is approved by the State 
of California for post secondary educa- 
tion. It offers six core courses and several 
specialty certifications. These include: 
Ten Week Professional Instructor Course; 
Total Instructor Training Course (two 
weeks); Instructor Training Course (nine 
days); Weekend Instructor Training 
course (five to seven weekends); Dive- 
master Course (four days); and Diving 
Rescue Techniques Course (two to three 
days). Crossover courses are offered for 
instructors from other certification agen- 
cies and extension ITCs are offered at lo- 
cations around the world. 

Two new specialty courses offered this 
year are: NAUI/Nikon (co-sponsored by 
NAUI and Nikon), a full underwater pho- 
tography course; and NAUI/Sony (co- 
sponsored by NAUI and Sony), a full un- 
derwater video course. 

The Ten Week Professional Instructor 
course trains students in all phases of 
sport diving from teaching to store man- 
agement. It provides graduates with the 
tools to begin a career in sport diving. 
More than 30 sub courses are covered in 
the pro course, including: NAUI diving in- 
structor, resort divemastering, first aid, 
CPR, emergency procedures, equipment 
repair, compressor operations, search 
and recovery, light salvage, marine biolo- 
gy and securing a job. As Curt Pihl, col- 
lege marketing consultant, told me, 
“There's sO much more we can offer in 
a 10 week course.’ And, while Pro 
Course graduates and other instructors 
may get their first jobs at similar levels, 
this extra training becomes most valuable 
in the long term career picture. (The 10 
week course will be extended to 12 
weeks beginning in January.) 

The people aspects of NAU! College 
become apparent from your first tele- 
phone call. Office manager Cathy Dean 
will carefully guide you through a descrip- 
tion of the courses, tuition, dates and 
prerequisites. Knowledgeable and very 
personable, she can then assist you with 
arrangements for housing or financial 
aid, where appropriate. Since she has 
helped set up these programs, she 
knows all the details. As Cathy says, “My 
first job is to make the student's stay as

pleasant as possible—without stress from 
outside hassles.”’ 

With regard to financial assistance, two 
types are available, both with private 
lenders. Many students will qualify for 
loans covering 50 percent of their tuition. 
These are at interest rates way below 
market level. Other students may qualify 
for consumer loans (up to $25,000) at 
typical interest rates. 

With regard to short term housing, Ca- 
thy has coordinated with a brand new ho- 
tel near the college to offer students re- 
duced rates on accommodations. On the

other hand, Pro Course students have the 
option to stay in an attractive apartment 
complex only five minutes away—again 
at excellent rates. 

After the office and administrative staff 
members have settled you into the col- 
lege (and probably before), you'll meet 
the instructors. These people have been 
carefully selected. They are not only fully 
capable of teaching scuba instructors, in 
several instances they have experience 
on the NAUI Headquarters national train- 
ing staff and have years of experience in 
the sport diving industry. Aside from ex- 
pertise, NAU! College instructors exhibit 
the same qualities expected of their grad- 
uates: professionalism, adaptability and a 
Caring attitude. 

On a recent visit to the college, | had 
the opportunity to observe George Bo- 
dinar and Blake Rumsey conducting pool 
training exercises. The sessions were re- 
laxed and slow paced, with each student 
practicing techniques until he or she not 
only could accomplish each task, but 
could also demonstrate this skill properly 
to others. 

A large part of the success of NAUI 
College is owing to former graduates.

Free lifetime career counseling is one 
of the benefits NAUI College graduates 
receive. This entails more than merely 
reading graduates a list of potential jobs 
over the phone. If requested, a student's 
resume will be sent to all NAUI facilities. 
While jobs in the most desirable resort 
areas may require the graduate to active- 
ly seek them out, other areas of the in- 
dustry (especially in retail management) 
contact the college looking for graduates. 
Job orders are rapidly increasing. These 
potential employment listings are not only 
available to current students, but are 
mailed to past graduates as well, provid- 
ing they are registered with the counsel- 
ing office. 

Past graduates who have worked for a 
time, but are considering a job change, 
are encouraged to contact the college 
counseling office. There may be trends in 
the industry and job opportunities avail- 
able of which they aren't aware. Input 
from these field-seasoned professionals 
is highly regarded, too. Current and fu- 
ture students can greatly benefit from 
their experiences. 

While NAU! College continues to grow, 
the staff is dedicated to maintaining its 
personal attention to students and ser- 
vice oriented atmosphere. As Jim Hicks 
said, ‘‘We want to give more than instruc- 
tion to students.’’ Future plans lean to- 
ward more specialty certifications and 
more emphasis on personal marketing.

eral guide, allow four minutes per pound 
of fish. When microwaving whole fish, 
slash the skin in several places to prevent 
bursting. If possible, turn large fish/ 
steaks over once during cooking, reverse | 
lapping the thinner pieces. If you have a 
large fish that won't fit straight into your 
cooking dish, just curve it around: But re- 
member, you won't be able to straighten 
it once it's cooked! You may wish to roll 
thin fillets, which will allow you to cook 
several more in the dish. Juices of salm- 
on and halibut steaks tend to coagulate 
on the top of the fish. This can be elimi- 
nated by placing paper towels in the bak- | 
ing dish to absorb excess juices, laying 
the fish on top of them and turning the

fish over before serving. Flounder should 
be microwaved on a trivet since it is ex- 
tremely moist. 

Whole fish, small fish and fish steaks 
should be microwaved at 70 percent 
power (medium high) for six to nine min- 
utes per pound. Fillets are cooked at 100 
percent power (high) from three and one- 
half to six minutes per pound. The sim- 
plest recipe is to arrange fish in the bak- 
ing dish, brush with melted butter or lem- 
on juice, cover with wax paper and rotate 
after half the cooking time. Let it stand, 
covered, two to three minutes and serve. 
Since all fish have different thicknesses, 
this will affect your cooking times. Check 
your dish frequently for best results. 
Since the power wattage varies among 
microwave oven models and brands, 
this, too, will affect following any strict 
cooking times. Once you've cooked a 
fish dish, note in your own cookbook the 
time needed and amount cooked. 

Steaming fish is quite easy. Place fish 
in a baking dish and cover with a damp- 
ened paper towel. Rotate the dish after 
microwaving half the alotted time. Contin- 
ue until done or you may wish to “‘scal- 
lop’ the fish at this point. To do this, 
spread crumbs over the fillets and pour 
in cream. 

Clams can be microwaved on high 
three to five and one-half minutes per 
pound (12-15 clams). First, scrub the out- 
side of the shells, discarding any broken 
or open clams. Soak in salted water for 
at least three hours to clean. Any open or 
floating clams should be discarded. 
Rinse and drain. On high, microwave 
one-half cup water in a two quart casse- 
role until boiling. Add the clams, covering 
with wax paper. Stir once and microwave 
only until the clams open. The same pro- 
cedure is done for mussels (one pound 
equals approximately 20). 

Lobster tails are deliciously done quite 
easily. Two tails (eight ounces each) are 
ready in 7-11 minutes, four tails in 11-15 
minutes on 50 percent (medium) power. 











In a baking dish, arrange shell-side down 
and brush with butter. Cover with plastic 
wrap, rotate at half the cooking time, and 
check for doneness when the lobster is 
firm and opaque. Let stand, covered, for 
two to three minutes. 

Scallops and shrimp use 70 percent 
power (medium high) for five to eight min- 
utes per pound. Arrange in a single layer, 
covered loosely with plastic wrap. Stir af- 
ter half the cooking time and cook only 
until opaque. Let stand, covered, one to 
two minutes. 

Fresh fish should be held in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator for not more than 
one to two days before cooking. When 
freezing fresh fish, wrap securely in 
freezer paper and/or bags, mark the 
date and, for best quality, use within six 
months. Cooked seafood should be 
placed in a covered container in the re- 
frigerator and used within three to four 
days. If you freeze the cooked fish, do not 
hold longer than three months. 

Proper handling of fish when thawing 
will avoid spoilage and food poisoning. 
Plan your meals to allow 18-24 hours per 
pound for refrigerator thawing. For 
quicker thawing, place individual pack- 
ages under cold running water, allowing 
one to two hours per pound thawing time. 
Never thaw fish at room temperature or 
in warm water and never refreeze any 
type of fish or seafood. Fish portions and 
sticks should not be thawed before cook- 
ing. Be sure to thaw fillets or steaks that 
you intend to have breaded or stuffed. 
You can thaw one pound of fish in a mi- 
crowave in three to four minutes; let 
stand five minutes or until thawed. The 
defrost setting is generally at low (30 to 
40 percent) power. 

Many recipes calling for a specific fish 
allow the substitutions of others. The skill 
in transposing comes in knowing which 
are fatty and which are lean. When mi- 
crowaving, use a lower power level and 
rotate the dish more often when cooking 
fatty fish. Fatty fish are classified as hav- 
ing more than five percent fat; here are 
some examples: amberjack, bass, blue- 
fish, crevalle jack, fish roe, king macker- 
el, mullet, pompano, salmon, shad, 
Spanish mackerel, swordfish, trout and 
tuna. Lean fish having less than five per- 
cent fat are: all shellfish, catfish, cod, dol- 
phin, flounder, grouper, haddock, halibut, 
ocean perch, pollock, sea bass, sea 
trout, scrod, shark, sheepshead, snap- 
pers, sole, tilefish and whiting. 

Oysters will remain alive from seven to 
ten days if stored uniced in the refrigera- 
tor. Home freezing of oysters is not rec- 
ommended, but commercially frozen are 
fine owing to the quick freezing method. 
Use frozen oysters within two months. 
When purchasing live oysters in the shell, 
36 are enough to feed six people. 

Scallops cannot close their shells tight- 
ly and consequently die soon after being 
taken from the water. For this reason 
scallops are always shucked immediately

after being harvested and the meat is 
iced. They are best used the day of pur- 
chase, but can be iced for two days with 
little flavor loss or texture change. Raw 
frozen scallops can be held for three to 
four months. Scallops retain quality better 
if frozen raw since, once cooked, they 
lose moisture, texture and flavor. 


MICROWAVED BLUEFISH 
WITH TANGY GLAZE 


2 Ibs. bluefish or other fish fillets, fresh 
or frozen 
’a C margarine or butter, melted 
’% C catsup 
’% C frozen lemonade concentrate, 
thawed 
1 T prepared mustard 
% tsp. salt 
4 tsp. garlic salt 
1 large bay leaf, crumbled 
Thaw fish if frozen and cut into serv- 
ing-size portions. Place fish in a single 
layer in a baking dish. Combine remain- 
ing ingredients; mix well. Pour over fil- 
lets; turn fish to coat evenly; cover. Mari- 
nate in refrigerator at least 30 minutes. 
Arrange fish skin side down and brush 
with sauce; cover with wax paper. Micro- 
wave on high for three and one-half to 
six minutes per pound, rotating the dish 
halfway through. Fish is done when it 
flakes and is opaque. Let stand one to 
two minutes. Serves six. 


LETTUCE BAKED LOBSTER 
TAILS 


4 lobster tails (4 Ib. each) fresh or frozen 
1 C melted butter, divided in half 
“4 to % tsp. garlic powder 
% tsp. salt 
Paprika 
8-10 lettuce leaves, rinsed and drained 
Thaw lobster if frozen. Cut off the un- 
dershell, leaving the tail fan and upper 
shell in place. Place lobster shell side 
down in baking dish, add garlic powder 
and salt to % cup butter and brush onto 
lobster meat; sprinkle with paprika. Cov- 
er tails completely with damp lettuce 
leaves and microwave 11-15 minutes on 
medium (50 percent power). Rotate dish 
halfway through. Cook until lobster meat 
is opaque white and tender. Discard let- 
tuce leaves. Serve with remaining melt- 
ed butter. Serves four. 





Fresh shrimp should be cooked within 
one to two days. Two pounds raw un- 
cooked shrimp will yield one pound 
cooked. Frozen raw shrimp maintains 
quality for six months, whereas home-fro- 
zen cooked shrimp begin to lose quality 
after one month. 

When planning a party, allow one 
pound of whole fish per person, one-half 
pound of dressed fish and/or one-third 
pound of steaks or fillets. If a recipe re- 














quires frequent handling of the fish as in 
chowders, soups or pickling, use a firm- 
textured fish such as red drum, grouper, 
jewfish and tilefish. 


SEAFOOD HINTS 


* Sprinkling fish with salt and pepper, 
generous amounts of lime or lemon juice 
and letting it stand in the refrigerator for 
several hours will improve the flavor. 

* Leftover cooked fish can be used in 
salads, casseroles, chowders, recipes 
calling for canned or flaked fish or it may 
be frozen for future use. 

* It is best to chill your hands and then 
rub on lemon juice before handling fish 
to avoid having the odor cling to them. 

* Sprinkling salt over your fingers 
makes cleaning fish easier. 

* After cooking fish, rinse hands and 
utensils in a strong saltwater solution, 
then wash with soap and water. 

* Leaving fish soaking in water will ex- 
tract the flavor and make the fish flabby. 

* Cooking live lobster in the micro- 
wave oven is not recommended since 
death may not be immediate. 





Now you can start using your micro- 
wave oven for more than just boiling wa- 
ter and heating leftovers! Actually, many 
of your favorite conventional recipes can 
be converted to a microwave recipe by 
using only three-quarters of the amount 
of liquid called for and calculating that on- 
ly one-quarter of the suggested cooking 
time will be needed. Sauces, spices and 
flavorings you love can be used to cook 
your fish and seafood. Just remember to 
use microwave safe dishes, check fre- 
quently for doneness and, when it flakes 
and is opaque, it’s ready to eat. Have fun 
discovering this new way of cooking sea- 
fOOd! >t.

most prolific sender of cards; | send them 
for any and all occasions. Every once in 
awhile | would find a card with a drawing 
depicting life underwater, but what | really 
wanted was a card with an actual photo, 
something showing the richness of colors 
and majesty of U/W vistas. After continu- 
ing to be disappointed by card shops and 
seeing nothing advertised in dive publica- 
tions, | took matters into my own hands. 
| commissioned my niece, Debra 
French Whorley, to design a very femi- 
nine seahorse to be used as my compa- 
ny’s registered trademark. Stationery fea- 
turing the seahorse logo and notecards 
with U/W photos on them were the first 
products introduced early last year. Se- 
lecting photos to be used on the first 
notecards was supposed to have been 
an easy process—! planned to choose 
my four favorite shots. However, | found 
it difficult to narrow the selection to only 
four as | have at least 50 favorites! And, 
of course, since | have not stopped taking 
photos, the numbers continue to grow! 

During the development of my product 
lines | have had the unique opportunity of 
having direct contact with my customers 
at various dive shows. This enabled me 
to listen to their suggestions and ideas for 
new products. At DEMA in 1986, where 
the notecards and stationery were first in- 
troduced, | talked with dive store owners 
about Christmas cards. | was pleased to 
hear their enthusiastic responses about 
the then proposed new product. | had not 
even produced the first Scuba Claus 
Christmas card yet and they were asking 
about personalization. | knew | was onto 
something! This interactive process of 
developing new products is important to 
me. Even though | may not implement the 
suggestions immediately, many will prob- 
ably be used eventually. 

Scuba Claus Christmas cards were 
successfully introduced in the October 
1986 issues of SKIN DIVER Magazine 
and the leading dive newspaper as the 
second phase of the company’s expan- 
sion to become the first U/W greeting 
card company. With the production of the 
1987 cards, the line has been expanded 
again to provide birthday and get well 
cards and more notecards. The intent is 
to continue to increase the number of 
products offered until Captured Moments 
Photography becomes a full line greeting 
card company—of the U/W variety. 

| receive many queries from other un- 
derwater photographers about using their 
photos on the cards. Because of my ex- 
tensive files, | can only say I'll begin using 
photos from other photographers when | 
run out of my own favorites. One excep- 
tion to this may happen next year in a set 
of notecards with a special theme, but

another photographer is part of this proj- 
ect. He is Scuba Claus. 

Clark E. McCaslin portrays Scuba 
Claus, and he is much more than just the 
‘“‘man in the red suit.’’ His technical assis- 
tance and ideas are invaluable. Clark is 
also an excellent photographer and, be- 
lieve me, that makes him more than just 
a model. It is important to have someone 
on the other side of the lens who under- 
stands the special problems of U/W pho- 
tography. And, it is even more critical to 
what we do, because Clark can’t always 
see what's going on; at least one-half of 
the time the Santa beard works its way in 
front of his mask, obstructing his view. 

There have been challenges in produc- 
ing the Scuba Claus line. The 1986 cards 
used a Christmas tree as one of the 
props. During a test photo session we 
discovered most of the ornaments sold 
for normal use did not travel well and 
were damaged by water, so | had to find 
materials to make unbreakable orna- 
ments that would sparkle underwater. 
Besides having to wire the tree together 
to keep it in one piece, the ornaments 
had to be tied individually to the tree, 
Keeping in mind which ones tended to 
float or sink so they could be tied tightly 
in the appropriate direction. This was 
some project in itself since there were 
more than 300 handmade ornaments on 
the tree. With the tree decorated in Lex- 
ington prior to flying to the islands, the 
only task left to the last minute was the at- 
tachment of the lights. Small chemical 
light sticks were placed on the tree during 
the boat ride to the dive site. As ex- 
pected, the tree was extremely buoyant 
and required about 20 pounds of 
weight—camouflaged in the tree skirt—to 
keep it in place. 

The tree was not the only prop requir- 
ing additional weight. One of the worst 
floaters was Santa’s hat. For some rea- 
son it looked funny seeing Santa’s hat 
sticking straight up in the water and float- 
ing off his head at that! The final solution 
proved to be a combination of tricks. The 
hat was weighted by sewing small lead 
curtain weights into its tip. This helped 
some, but cable tying the wig, beard and 
hat into one piece was the only way we 
found to consistently keep Santa’s hat on 
his head. Also, Clark, who normally re- 
quires very little weight, suddenly found 
himself needing to don additional weight 
to counter increased buoyancy owing to 
the Santa suit. 

Speaking of the suit, it was made espe- 
cially for a scuba diving Santa. The modi- 
fied red sweat suit has proved durable in 
saltwater and has provided the flexibility 
we need. It is large enough to allow a 
wetsuit to be worn and to safely accom- 
modate normal scuba equipment under 
it. With holes in all the right places, the

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re PHOTOGRAPHER'S BLUES 


AND THE SHOT OF A LIFETIME

hen Ernest Brooks, Jr. returned to 

his hometown after a long photo- 
graphic diving expedition recently, he 
had this encouraging word for all photog- 
raphers: Even the best in the business 
sometimes miss the shots of a lifetime. 

Brooks, who heads the Brooks Institute 
of Photography in Santa Barbara, Califor- 
nia, steered the institution’s vessel into 
the Santa Barbara harbor after a three 
and one-half month expedition to the Sea 
of Cortez. 

Once the Just Love was tied to the 
docks, Brooks talked about the highlight 
of the trio—a humpback whale leaping 
high out of the water, just inches from the 
inflatable boat that carried a team of pho- 
tographers. Trouble is, no one had a 
camera. ‘They thought | had a camera 
and | thought they did,’ said Brooks. 
‘From that moment on, none of us let our 
cameras out of our sight.” 

About this photographer’s nightmare, 
Brooks remained philosophical and smil- 
ing. The trip, he said, was a huge suc- 
cess, In spite of the big moment everyone 
got caught with their cameras down. 

The homecoming for Brooks and his 
crewmates was fit for conquering heroes. 
As Brooks piloted the Just Love toward 
the accommodations dock in the harbor, 
a guitar/flute duo played a Mexican song 
and a welcome home banner was held 
aloft by enthusiastic well wishers. 

At the foot of the dock, champagne 
was uncorked and a palm tree-studded 
cake was cut. As the tanned expedition- 
ers disembarked, wives embraced re- 
turning husbands and friends slapped 
friends on the back. 

The expedition, which left Santa Bar- 
bara March 4, recreated John Stein- 
beck’s voyage in the area, immortalized 
by the author in his classic Log from the 
Sea of Cortez. ‘‘We stopped every place 
along the way that he did,’ Brooks said. 
‘‘We visited fascinating people—the 
Americans who live there—took in the 
tranquillity of the Sea of Cortez and saw 
the lovely sunsets.” 

The humpback whale incident took 
place near Isla la Partida, about 150 
miles north of Cabo San Lucas. Brooks 
and a party of divers were exploring the 
area U/W and they had returned to the 
beach. In the distance, the whale leaped 
out of the water, in an action called 
breaching. ‘‘We raced for two miles to 


get to this vision,’’ Brooks said. ‘“Then we 
discovered we didn't have a camera.’’ 

The whale breached about 15 times 
during a one-half hour period, he said. 
Each time, the mammal leaped 25 to 30 
feet out of the water, eyeing the camera- 
less photographers on its way down. The 
photograph that got away, Brooks said, 
would have “‘frozen the glistening water 
that poured off the whale’s head.” 

Peter Skinner, public relations director 
for Brooks Institute, said the crew gath- 
ered a whale-sized collection of photos 
during the trip. These will be displayed in 
a Brooks Institute exposition, he said.

Nibecker also kept journals—for a book 
the institute plans to publish on the expe- 
dition. The book, Brooks said, will be a 
‘visual adventure—what it means to pull 
up stakes for three and one-half months.” 

One of the ‘‘most fantastic’ spots visit- 
ed during the voyage, Brooks said, was 
the newly created volcanic island of Tor- 
tuga. ‘Everything was fresh,’’ he said. ‘'It 
was like being on a totally different plan- 
et.’ Diving photographers documented 
the U/W life of the area, too. “It was a 





mix,’ Brooks said. ‘There were species 
of fish such as we have off California, to- 
gether with tropical fishes. ‘‘There would 
be a sheephead side by side with a beau- 
tiful angelfish. There was sargasso every- 
where and a lot of plankton.’ 

Brooks said he was surprised at the 
development of homes and condo- 
miniums in the Guaymas area, but along 
the Baja coast the scenery is “‘like 30 
years ago.” 

During the three months the Just Love 
cruised the Sea of Cortez, the permanent 
crew was occasionally augmented by 
about 35 visiting adventurers and pho- 
tographers. Priscilla Skinner, Peter’s 
wife, stayed on for the full time the vessel 
explored the Sea of Cortez. An adminis- 
trative assistant at Digital Sound Corpora- 
tion, she calmed the rough emotional wa- 
ters that occasionally surfaced as “‘cabin 
fever’ during the expedition. She said 
she occasionally cooked (''a woman is a 
bit more creative in the galley than a 
man’’), functioned as an ‘in-between’ 
person (I'd hear the gripe on one side, 
then the other side, then put it together’), 
and shaved her legs on deck. ‘‘You’re in 
a confined space, so you really have to 
work together,’ she said. 

Brooks, who was joined by his wife,

Pat and children during the adventure, 
said his immediate plans are to ‘‘take a 
vacation. |’m looking forward to staying 
home, being with my wife and family and 
working on this book,’’ he said. Getting 
away for a full three and one-half months, 
however, will be a highlight for Brooks for 
some time to come. “‘It’s amazing what 
you can do without newspapers—oops, 
excuse me—television and social infor- 
mation,’ Brooks said. ‘| haven't worn a 
watch in months.” =

ment had money to squander on such en- 
deavors. The National Park Service can’t 
get its act together on land, much less in 
the water! (See Wreck Facts, June 1987.) 

Are you a collector of old bottles? If so, 
perhaps you can help John Joyal, Haver- 
hill, Massachusetts who writes: ‘‘John 
Renda found a bottle in Gloucester Har- 
bor. It is almost 14 inches tall, two and 
one-half inches wide, with a thin neck 
and light blue in color. A round glass em- 
blem on the bottle bears the letters |.R. 
Priv. Prem. Fab. G. Luxardo. The letters 
Curve around an eagle which has Zara 
beneath it.”’ If you can shed light on this 
discovery, write to John at 512 Washing- 
ton Street, Haverhill, MA 01830. John 
and his buddies also have brought up 
Canadian beer bottles and lots of brass 
from the wreck of the Empire Knight and 
a 40 pound steam collector from the 
steamship Kiowa, sunk in Boston Harbor.

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iLearned About Diving From That

e were off for another fun dive at Ala- 

bama Point. Before it was closed to div- 
ing owing to heavy boat traffic, this was one of 
my favorite spots, for it is close to my home in 
Mobile and offered a variety of dives. Alabama 
Point is the outlet for the Perdido River, which 
separates Alabama from Florida. Although it is 
on the Gulf of Mexico, it is not very popular, for 
clearer waters can be found an hour or so to 
the east. The local people enjoyed diving this 
area, however, for at times it was excellent. 
Since it is an outlet for an extensive river and 
bay system, the diving could also be tricky. 

There was always a dive somewhere on the 
point at high tide. The jetties, the seawall under 
bridge and the shallow sandbars in the bay 
area were all excellent for diving. Each area 
offered something unique. The visibility ranged 
from 30 to 70 feet. 

| had always been pleased with the variety 
of marine life in this area. In my many dives 
here | had always managed to keep an ample 
supply of stone crab claws, oysters and 
flounders on the dinner table. Most of these 
were obtained in the dead of winter, before the 
hordes of summer divers appeared. 

The sudden change of conditions posed a 
problem when diving this area and allowed on- 
ly a one tank dive. After high tide the water 
quickly reverses, current increases sharply 
and visibility resembles that of black water div- 
ing. Each dive had to be chosen strictly by wa- 
ter and weather conditions. 

The dive | remember best began with ideal 
conditions. The weather was good and the vis- 
ibility, excellent. Winds were to the north and 
had caused high tide to peak about one hour 
late. We decided to make a channel dive un- 
der the bridge and entered the water at 1:30 
pm. My son, Chris, and | invited a friend, 
Wayne, to accompany us. The three of us had 
dived this location many times. A stranger ap- 
proached and asked to dive with us, since he 
was alone. Wayne agreed to be his buddy 
when the stranger told us he was a certified, 
experienced diver. We soon left the western 
shore under the bridge and headed out into 
the channel. Visibility was even better than we 
had expected. We could see from one set of 
bridge spans to another, more than 50 feet. 
There was no noticeable current and the two 
buddy teams soon separated. We were not to 
see Wayne again until the dive was completed 
and we were never again to see the stranger. 

Chris and | were observing the usual variety 
of fish and began moving rocks looking for 
stone crabs. We always took only a single 
claw from the largest ones, therefore assuring 





our future supply. We soon collected more 
than a dozen claws and noticed the sheep- 
head, black drum, mullet, oyster fish and cow- 
fish were observing us. As we entered the 
channel we began to play tag with a friendly 
school of spadefish. This soon became a mer- 
ry-go-round in the center of the channel. 

The dive was exciting, but my senses now 
told me it was time to be serious. Water condi- 
tions were changing, and we could no longer 
see clearly to the next set of bridge spans. We 
then began to notice the current and this 
meant it was time to return to shore. A quick 
check of my instruments indicated that | had 
800 psi of air, the depth was 35 feet. Chris, 
slim and.in good physical condition, had 1,500 
psi. Conditions were rapidly deteriorating and 
we decided to head back to the western shore. 
We could see darkness and, as we swam to- 
ward it, we realized we were approaching the 
next bridge span. Soon we were surprised to 
discover that darkness surrounded us. We had 
failed to bring a compass. Without being able 
to see the bridge spans, we lost our sense of 
direction. My depth gauge now showed 43 
feet. Could it be that we had gotten turned 
around during our games with the spadefish 
and were now swimming farther into the chan- 
nel? | turned to discuss this matter with Chris, 
but couldn't find him. The visibility was now 
less then ten feet and the current was ap- 
proaching two to three knots. My gauge 
showed only 400 psi remaining in my tank. 

Chris and | always had a rule that, should we 
be separated underwater, we would search for 
one minute and then surface. But this was Sat- 
urday afternoon and there would be heavy 
boat traffic on the surface. However, the deci- 
sion to ascend seemed more appealing than 
running out of air underwater. 

| decided to surface near a bridge piling. To 
my surprise, Chris soon appeared nearby. | 
had lost sight of him but he, being a good div- 
er, had not lost sight of me. 

Now we realized the magnitude of our prob- 
lem. We were in the middle of the bridge ap- 
proximately 3,000 feet from either side. The 
current was so strong that it pinned us to the

pilings as we talked. We discussed our alter- 
natives. The best solution would be to go back 
down and make for the shore along the bottom 
where the current was not as strong. But, then 
| remembered my 400 psi of air and my com- 
pass sitting in my gear bag on shore. Well, we 
could always swim on the surface. This idea, 
too, was quickly eliminated, for the current 
was getting worse and the surface had be- 
come so choppy we would choke on saltwa- 
ter. | thought of my extra 30 pounds of body 
weight and began to hyperventilate. On the 
surface the current would quickly sweep us 
away from the safety of the bridge spans out 
into the channel. This would mean a one mile 
or more swim to the jetties or a free tour of the 
Gulf of Mexico. Chris had a good chance of 
making it to shore. He was young, an excellent 
swimmer and he had plenty of air in his tank. 
Things did not look quite so good for me. 

A third unpleasant alternative soon came to 
mind. It would work! Yes, it could even save 
my life. But what about my pride? Imagine me, 
an experienced scuba diver, out here in such 
a situation. | finally said yes, | can live with this 
alternative. | turned to Chris and said ‘‘Flag 
down a boat.”’

‘Flag down a boat, Chris.”’ 

It was embarrassing to be dragged to shore 
holding onto the side of a small fishing boat. 
As | thanked the fishermen, | could see the 
grins on their faces. People had now gathered 
around. In the crowd stood Wayne, but some- 
how his attention was not on my lost pride. 
When the visibility had gotten bad, the stranger 
had left Wayne to be swept off into the channel 
with no compass. The stranger was wise 
enough to pack his gear and leave before 
Wayne could find him. 

We were now Safe on shore and a little wis- 
er. With the worsening conditions we should 
have headed back to shore when my tank 
showed 1,500 psi. We had failed to note the 
changing conditions during our dive although 
we knew jetty and channel diving are notori- 
ous for rapid changes in visibility and current. 
| had thought the surface would be safe. How- 
ever, when the conditions changed, the sur- 
face had also become dangerous. 

| learned many lessons from this dive. Never 
become so familiar with a site that you fail to 
evaluate its conditions properly. Always carry 
a compass, even if conditions do not appear 
to warrant its use. Plan to exit the water with 
500 psi of air remaining in your tank. Get into 
shape and be prepared to handle conditions 
both underwater and on the surface. Don’t 
dive with strangers, no matter what they tell 
you. Confess and print an embarrassing story 
if others can learn from it. >=
